Today’s Independent-Journal 
includes the first of four spe­ 
cial sections commemorating 
the 100th anniversary of the 
founding of the old Marin 
County Journal. 
The special 28-page tabloid 
section is printed on premium 
grade newsprint paper and con­ 
tains many hitherto unpub­ 
lished pictures and sketches of 
the earliest recorded history 
of Marin County. It also in­ 
cludes an account of the found­ 
ing of Marin's first newspaper 
March 23, 1861, on the eve of 
the start of the Civil War. 
Today’s first commemorative 
section will be followed on the 
next two Saturdays by two 
more reviews of Marin and In­ 
dependent-Journal history. A 
fourth section on the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal in contemporary 
Marin will conclude the centen­ 
nial observance.

Gentlemen: 


We have viewed with growing concern and amazement the false and de­ 
famatory misstatements of fact which are appearing in the press in regards to 
Drakes Beach Estates. Particular reference is made to the article published in 
the San Francisco News-Call Bulletin on Monday, March 6th and Tuesday, March 
7th, all written by Staff Writer George Dusheck. 
By innuendo and fragmentary reporting the articles imply that the entire 
development was precipitated after the National Park Service started propagand­ 
izing the Point Reyes Seashore Area. To the contrary, negotiations leading to the 
purchase oí the property for development were commenced in 1956, three years 
before the first Park bills were introduced in Congress. A reference to the pub­ 
lic records of Marin County will show that a one-half interest in this property 
was sold in 1957, and the written agreement consummating the sale required that 
the property be developed forthwith. The inference in newspaper articles that 
private citizens can violate contracts and destroy agreements at will, merely be­ 
cause other private citizens, the press, or governmental agencies desire another 
use of private property, leaves us appalled. Such a position is untenable and 
morally reprehensible. Derogatory statements hv politicians are ignoring all of 
the basic economic facts with which every businessman is familiar. 
After stating in the article of March 7, 1961, that the subdivider obtained 
exemption from County road standards, the News-Call Bulletin article proceeds, 
’ The roads would not be accepted by the County in their present condition . . . 
their tar topping is too thin. They have already begun to wash out and gully at 
the shoulders here and there.” Our reply is that the roadbed is still under con­ 
struction and the paving of the roads cannot even be commenced until dry weath­ 
er arrives. Furthermore, the One Hundred Three Thousand Dollar ($103,000.00) 
subdivision performance bond posted by us with the County of Marin guarantees 
that both the four and one-half mile access road and roads within the subdivision 
will be paved. Y'our County Engineer is familiar with these facts, as the subdivi­ 
sion improvement agreement provides for his inspection of the paving job. 
The most flagrant misstatement of fact was made in the News-Call Bulletin 
article of March 7,1961, in which it said: 
“Ordinarily, a subdivider must file with the Planning Commission a 
map showing any parts of the subdivision that conceivably could be flooded 
by rain, run-off. high tides, high waves, or any combination of these.” 
“Drakes Beach Estates, Inc., asked for and got an exemption from this 
requirement.” 
“THE SUBDIVIDER also asked exemption from the legal requirements 
that such areas (subject to flooding or wave washing) be filled to a level seven 
feet above mean sea level . . . the records show the subdivider is legally 
exempt from this requirem ent . . .” 
The public records of your Planning Commission and your Board will show 
that those statements are false. They are clearly libelous both to your Board and 
to us. No variances were requested or granted either to Section 2.13 or Section 
5.1(b) (7) of Marin County Subdivision Ordinance 640. The original petition con­ 
tained requests for exemptions, but these requests were stricken from the peti­ 
tion at OCR request during the hearing. The engineer in charge of the develop­ 
ment stated that such variances were unnecessary. 
The proceedings will also show’ that Mr. Niels Schultz stated that he did 
not want the Planning Commission to be in the position of hiving approved vari­ 
ances as to those sections. By mutual agreement, therefore, no variances as to 
filling ground to a safe level or mapping inundated areas were requested by us 
or granted by your Board or Planning Commission. Statements to the contrary 
are plainly false and extremely damaging both to you and to us. We sincerely 
hope that the transcript of the Planning Commission hearing will be preserved 
for use in possible damage actions. Mr. George Dusheck was informed in detail 
of all particulars of the proceedings. It is almost inconceivable that Mr. Dusheck 
could have consulted with a competent, loyal member of your Planning Staff and 
then have written such damaging and erroneous statements. 
We would also like to clarify the misstatement of the law’ regarding the 
mutual w ater company. The article states that the subdivider can control the 
water system tQ. the detriment of the property owners. This is simply untrue. 
California law, as enforced by the Commissioner of Corporations, prevents a sub- 
divider from owning any stock in the mutual water company and our permit 
from his office clearly prohibits such ownership on our part. 
In conclusion, wc deeply regret that your Board has to suffer such untrue 
and unjust criticism. We intend to take all available steps to clarify and correct 
the misrepresentations, and hope that you will aid us in this endeavor.

Catholics say they will oppose 
the program if it does not in­

schools. While not asking for 
grants, the Catholic hierarchy 
says long-term, low-interest 
loans would be “strictly with­ 
in the framework of the Con­ 
stitution" and discriminatory 
not to provide them. 
Since 1950, the government 
has granted long-term, low-in­ 
terest loans to public and pri­ 
vate colleges for dormitory 
construction. 
Sectarian 
col­ 
leges — and most non-public 
colleges do have a sectarian 
basis—may receive the loans, 
but colleges whose main pur­ 
pose is the teaching of relig­ 
ion, such as theological semi­ 
naries, may not. The adminis­ 
tration’s 
college 
classroom 
plan works the same way. 
Money for the education of 
a veteran under the GI Bill 
was given to the school, and 
veterans were free to choose 
any school, including a re­ 
ligious seminary. 


UNDER 
TWO 
programs, 
the government aids paroch­ 
ial elementary and secondary 
schools. 
The National Defense Edu­ 
cation Act, passed by Con­ 
gress in 1958, authorized loans 
to private elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools for the pur­ 
chase of equipment to im- 


prove the teaching of science 
and m a t h e m a t i c s . Public 
schools were given grants for 
tlws purpose. 
The National School Lunch 
Act grants 
money to the 
states for the purchase of 
food for non-profit lunches 
in public and private schools. 
None of these programs 
has been challenged in the 
courts on the church-state is­ 
sue and there has been al­ 
most no controversy about 
them on the religious iss-ue. 
What Supreme Court deci­ 
sions there are on the issue 
of the use of public funds for 
aid to religious schools were 
based on state laws. Although 
the justices often went be­ 
yond the immediate case to 
offer general opinions about 
the intent of the First Amend­ 
ment, their decisions offer no 
clear guidelines on how the 
Court would rule on both ex­ 
isting and proposed federal 
programs. 


AN AMENDMENT for loans 
to private schools was reject­ 
ed by the Senate last year by 
a 37-49 roll-call vote. In the 
House, where the issue is con­ 
sidered explosive enough to 
kill a general education bill,

The huts 
were burned to the ground and the 
tribe moved on to a new homesite. 
Unmarried girls of the coastal Mi- 
wok trjbe wore bracelets around the 
upper arm to designate a s i n g l e 
status. The tribes were polygamous 
with the chief usually taking 11 
wives, a subchief, nine and the av­ 
erage warrior, two. 
In 1776. a detachment of Spanish 
dragoons crossed the San Francisco 
Bay and treked north to the area of 
the Olompali Indians, near the pres­ 
ent site of Novato. The Indians were 
friendly and helped the Spanish 
leather jackets build a small adobe 
bouse. 


FORTY-ONE YEARS slipped by. 
Then a worried Franciscan padre 
made a decision that awakened this 
sleeping area and stirred local In­ 
dians into a mood of rebellion. 
Father Sarria, head of the flour­ 
ishing mission of St. Francisco de 
Assis 
in

alarmed that so many of his neo­ 
phytes were ill and dying. He blam­ 
ed the biting winds and coastal fogs 
for the illness that had overtaken 
his Indian charges and ordered a

On Dec. 18. 1817, more than 500 
sick neophytes were ferried across 
the Bay and moved to the new mis­ 
sion site on a six acre parcel of land 
surrounded by oak studded hills.

Horses, Cattle 
Came To Marin 


A year after the founding of Mis­ 
sion San Rafael Arcángel the rich 
brown earth, north of the Golden 
Gate had been struck for the first 
time. Orchards were planted on both 
sides of the L shaped adobe build­ 
ing and the horse and Spanish long 
horn had arrived on the scene. 
Fine Arabian stock imported from 
Spain grazed on the hillsides and fat 
longhorns roamed over the Mission 
lands. 
The grey-robed padres taught the 
Indian neophyte to dress, plant 
crops, tend livestock, ride a cow 
pony and navigate streams. The sick 
were nursed. 
The Indian learned craftsmanship 
under the watchful eye of the Fran­ 
ciscan. The priests felt the land be­ 
longed to the Indian and that they 
were merely acting as guardians un­ 
til the Indian had advanced to where 
he could manage his own affairs. 
BUT WHEN California passed 
from Spanish hands into the Mexi­ 
can realm in 1822 things began to 
change. The mission land was rich 
and it was wanted. 
In 1834 the Act of Secularization 
closed the missions in California, the 
Franciscan was ousted and his In­ 
dian ward was turned loose in a 
world with which he was not ready 
to cope. 
The result was eventual destruc­ 
tion of the Marin Indian, the dispos­ 
ing of large land grants and the 
birth of a new way of life that has 
never been equaled. It was the birth 
of an era called, ‘ Paradise.” 


INDIANS CALLED MISSION “NANAGUAM —But 
the Franciscan Fathers named it Mission San Ra­ 
fael Arcángel when they established the 21st Upper 
California Mission in a flovver.laden Marin valley in 


the winter of 1817. They erected an adobe rancho, 
chapel, baptistry and cemetery and dedicated it to 
St. Raphael “to care for bodies as well as souls.” 
The original Mission was razed in 1861. (Courtesy

Mexicans Granted Ranchos; 


Era Was Called 'Paradise' 


From the mountains falling off to 
narrow valleys to the grass covered 
plains. Marin was wild, wide open 
and untamed. Then six men arrived 
in the 1830s, took land, stocked 
ranchos and civilization was born. 
Marin began to progress. 
THE OLD INDIAN chief, Marin, 
the last of the warriors died quietly 
in the Mission at San Rafael and was 
laid to rest in the church graveyard. 
The Mexican government closed the 
Missions, the Franciscan padres left 
the land they found and “paradise” 
dawned in the eastern skies. 
The man who opened the eden of 
the Spanish-speaking pastoral was 
born in Dublin, Ireland. 
John Reed was only a boy when he 
jumped ship in San Francisco Bay in 
1826. He was given quarters at San 
Francisco presidio. 
WHILE ON an excursion across 
the harbor straits he saw land he 
coveted for his own, and when he 
was 21 petitioned the Mexican gov­ 
ernor at Monterey to grant him the 
Rancho Saucelito. Reed was a man 
who wanted to get things done. Be­ 
fore the grant was approved he mov­ 
ed across the Bay and pitched camp. 
But the government said no to 
Reed's request. The land was too 
valuable as a military holding. A 
disappointed Reed packed his things 
and shoved off for the north. Again 
he set up camp and asked the gov­ 
ernment for a grant, this time in 
Sonoma County, but before the gov­ 


ernor could reply hostile Indians had 
driven Reed back to the Presidio. 
THE HEAD OF THE Mission Do­ 
lores in San Francisco felt sorry for 
Reed and made him major-domo at 
the San Rafael Mission, but six years 
later Reed was back on the Rancho 
Saucelito. again petitioning the gov­ 
ernment for the grant. 
This time Reed built a wooden 
shanty and opened a ferrying busi­ 
ness. He plied his small boat back 
and forth between Marin and Yerba 
Buena Island before the governor 
agreed to give him an 8,878-acre 
grant directly across the bay from 
the Rancho Saucelito 
The Corte Madera del Presidio in­ 
cluded the Tiburón peninsula to the 
south. Mill Valley to the west and 
the sloughs of San Quentin to the 
north. 
REED HIRED Indians at Sutter’s 
Fort to come south and work at his 
rancho. He bought basalt stones 
from the Russians at Fort Ross and 
built the first sawr mill on the land 
in the tangled, timber stacked forest 
at the western end of his grant. 
He fenced the land, planted orch­ 
ards and imported cattle. He dress­ 
ed like a Spaniard, he spoke Castil- 
lian, went by the name Juan and 
became a don when he married into 
California aristocracy in 1836. His 
bride was Hilarita Sanchez, the 
youngest daughter of the command­ 
er at the Presidio. Reed was not yet 
30The age called “paradise” wa§ 
staring the land full in the face. 


ON EVE OF RODEO— At an old California rancho, Mexican and Indian 
vaqueros worked together to round up horses and wild cattle. Usually two 
men worked together from horseback. One lassoed the horns while the 
second tossed his riata over the animal’s hind legs. The riders reined back 
their horses jerking the cow' to the ground. If they were slaughtering the 
beast, the vaquero working the hind legs dismounted and plunged a knife 
into the animal’s neck. (Society of California Pioneers)

N othing can be done to re­ 
store it after this damage.

F rost 
cleaner,

knows how to handle it, for 
it must be treated different-- 
lv than ordinary garments, 
will clean ami preserve it 
for you to wear again and 
again. 


Business Born 
As Richardson 
Came To Land 


When an English whaler moored 
in the waters off the San Francisco 
Presidio in 1823, the young first 
mate was sent ashore to buy provi­ 
sions from the Mexican officials. 
When he arrived at the adobe out­ 
post he spotted a beautiful, young 
girl. She was the daughter of one of 
the most prom inent early California 
families. The Englishman stayed at 
the outpost for dinner, an evening 
of fiesta and dancing. 
Before starting back for his ship 
early the next morning, young Wil­ 
liam Richardson glanced again at 
the blushing Maria Antonia Mar­ 
tinez and decided he wanted to stay 
at the Presidio. 
But how? He was an English offi­ 
cer and his conscience would not 
allow him to jum p ship. 


HE SAT SADLY in the small boat 
as a Mexican crew rowed him to the 
waiting whaler. He was long past 
due. 
The captain, irate at having been 
kept in the raw, empty port by a 
wandering first mate berated the 
young Richardson as soon as he 
reached the ship. Words led to blows 
and Richardson downed the skipper. 
The captain ordered Richardson off. 
Richardson must have laughed to 
himself. This was exactly what he 
had wanted. 


TWO YEARS LATER Richardson 
m arried Maria at the Mission Do­ 
lores in San Francisco. Later he 
built the first house in the pueblo 
that was to become the city of San 
Francisco, was the first man to chart 
the waters of the Bay, and in 1835 
was named chief of the port of Yerha 
Buena by the Mexican governor at 
Monterey. 
By 1836 Richardson had fallen in 
love again. This time with a sprawl­ 
ing piece of land. A wildly beautiful 
stretch jutting from the clear wa­ 
ters of the bay north of the harbor 
entrance. 


RICHARDSON ASKED the gov­ 
ernor for a grant to the 19,500-acre 
Rancho Saucelito but was told that 
it had already been given to Jose An­ 
tonio Galindo, the prior year. Ga­ 
lindo was destined to later become 
a corporal in the San Francisco mili­ 
tia and to fall out of favor with the 
Mexican government. The Saucelito 
grant was placed in Richardson’s 
name in 1838. 
In 
1841, 
Indians 
climbed 
the 
Saucelito hills carting yellow adobe 
brick on their backs. They built 
Richardson's first home on his Ma­ 
rin ranch overlooking the waters of 
the bay known to the Spaniards as 
Ensenada del Carmelito. 


RICHARDSON P R E D I C T E D a 
metropolis would grow on the sand 
dunes surrounding the San Fran­ 
cisco Presidio and was assured that 
his ranch one day would be a twin 
city across the straits. He tapped 
fresh running springs running down 
the steep hills, barreled it and sold 
the first w ater in San Francisco. 
Whale boats moored in the waters 
lapping at the shore of his ranch, 
also bought water from Richardson 
and fresh beef from him and other 
Marin ranchers. 


BUSINESS WAS BORN in this 
wild land that only a few years be­ 
fore had been Indian 
h u n t i n g 
grounds. 
The bay was called “W haler’s 
Bay " by the visiting seamen, but be­ 
fore the second cinch of progress 
was tightened, the same waters were 
known around the w o r l d by the 
name of the man who opened Ma­ 
rin’s first embarcadero: 
Richard­ 
son’s Bay. 
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CAPTAIN’S SON—Stephen J. Richardson is pictured 
attending a meeting of the Native Sons of the Golden 
West in San Rafael after the turn of the century. 
Describing his boyhood on the Rancho Saucelito he 
reminisced, “Sometimes, it is true, it makes me sad, 


to think of all the Rancho being gone. As a boy I 
used to ride, chasing the cattle, climbing the steep 
mountain sides followed by our vaqueros . . . and 
how wild it was then and so beautiful.” (Marin Coun­

IN 1852— Richardson’s Rancho Saucelito was the so­ 
cial mecca of the Bay Area. During the American 
military occupation of the 1840s many a young offi­ 
cer including William Tecumseh Sherman courted 
Richardson's young daughter, Mariana. But the high 


spirited señorita, called tne “most beautiful girl in 
California” by her adm irers spurned their proposals, 
whipped the United States Rifle Team in a shooting 
match and m arried a Peruvian, Manuel Torres. (Ma­ 
rin County Historical Society) 


FIRST FOG SIGNAL—This cannon, replacing Rich­ 
ardson’s pilot boat manned by a crew of eight In­ 
dians and moored in the Bay, was placed by the Unit­ 
ed States government on a bluff near Point Bonitas 
in 1855. During the foggy weather it was fired ev­ 


ery hour and a half both day and night. During the 
days of Mexican rule Capt. Richardson's pilot boat 
sped to the side of all ships demanding entry to the 
San Francisco Bay, Richardson was appointed cap­ 
tain of the Bay in the 1830s.

Early Settlers 


Were Tallow, 
Hide Dealers 


The hide and tallow business 
quivered to life in the West. 
Rafael Garcia who had come to 
Marin as a young soldier stationed at 
the Mission in 1817 was given a 30,- 
000-acre grant running along the 
Inverness Ridge overlooking the Pa­ 
cific Ocean. 
Garcia almost single handedly put 
down an Indian uprising in San Ra­ 
fael in 1824, and 10 years later the 
grateful Mexican government paid 
its 
reward. 
Garcia 
immediately 
moved his family to his new rancho, 
to a site that is now near Olema. 
The first family to settle the wild 
land had arrived. 


A FEW YEARS LATER Garcia 
gave the 8.920-acre R a n c h o La s 
Baulinas to his brother-in-law Gre­ 
gorio Briones, former alcalde of Con­ 
tra Costa and San Mateo, keeping 
the larger Baulines de Tómales for 
himself. 
The two dons, dressed in their 
velvet coats and rich serapes insti­ 
tuted a flourishing business. 
Their Spanish long horns were 
slaughtered in the fall for the tal­ 
low. The vaqueros galloped their 
wild, vicious looking horses into the 
middle of the herd, selected the ani­ 
mals to be used and stabbed them to 
death with long lances. Indian help­ 
ers stripped the suet f r o m the 
carcasses and placed it in large 
blubber pots brought to the ranchos 
by visiting American whale boats. 
Later the tallow' would be poured 
into large bags made from strips of 
the animal’s hide. Each bag held 25 
pounds of tallow. 


THE HIDE BAGS were floated to 
waiting cargo ships anchored off the 
Bolinas coast. 
Prior to 1840 Garcia had pioneer­ 
ed farming on his rancho. He or­ 
dered potatoes planted, and when 
the crop came up had it stored in 
sacks on a cliff near Wild Cat Beach. 
But before the potatoes could be 
picked up by the trading schooners, 
a land storm sliced away the cliff 
dumping the potatoes into the ocean. 
That was the end of farming on the 
rancho and Garcia happily returned 
to the profitable hide and tallow 
trade. 
Another Army man, Ignacio Pa­ 
checo, whose family had arrived in 
Upper California with the D’Anza 
expedition in 1776 was given a 6,660 
acre grant he called Rancho San 
Jose in honor of his birthplace. Later 
it became the site of the present 
town of Ignacio. 


ANOTHER 
SPANISH 
speaking 
pioneer Don Antonio Osio received 
Angel Island as a grant. He stocked 
the island with cattle and sheep and 
placed it under the management of 
a majordomo. 
Large grants began to mark off 
the wilderness. Paradise was staked 
out. To the east, west, north and 
south, long horns grazed, adobe ha­ 
ciendas were built by Indian labor­ 
ers, vaqueros rode stallions over the 
hills, and guitars strummed at fiesta 
time. 
A happy Californian lived by the 
law: Every man has the right to eat.

UEFT LAND TO LUCAS 
Timoteo Murphy Befriended Indians, 


Constructed San Rafael's First House 


'He was a hunter, one of the best, 
when the governor gave him a mam­ 
moth land grant. Later as a land bar­ 
on. he built the first home in San Ra­ 
fael, was appointed alcalde (mayor), 
befriended the Indian and spoke his 
Spanish in an Irish brogue. 
Timoteo Murphy was a giant of a 
man, standing six foot, two inches; 
his bones were large and he weighed 
more than 200 pounds. His stance 
was straight, complexion fair. 
MURPHY’S SENSE of h u m o r 
made him legendary among the Cali­ 


fornians. Sitting at the head of his 
massive dining room table he told 
visiting Spanish rancheros hair-rais­ 
ing tales of the banshees in Ireland 
or patted his own huge frame that 
towered over the shorter, thinner 
visitors, and roared that in Wexford 
he was considered a mite of a man. 
He roamed the land, rifle over 
his shoulder. He was a hunter and 
sportsman who had arrived in Cali­ 
fornia in 1828 when he was 28 years 
old. He had left his Irish homeland 
to take a job with an English firm 
in Lima, Peru and was sent to Mon­ 
terey by Hartnell and Co. to super­ 
intend exporting of beef from the 
port. 
Later he made a living trapping 
coastal otter. 
In 1837, the Mexican governor ap­ 
pointed the hunter Indian agent for 
the 1.400 Indians living in the Marin 
area. Murphy was a good provider 


for the people who had been mis­ 
treated and knocked from pillar 
and post since the Mission had been 
closed five years earlier. 
He secured a 57,000-acre l a n d 
grant for his wards in the Nicasio 
Valley and turned it into a flourish­ 
ing ranchería called Tinicasia. In 
1844, Murphy was given a 22,000- 
acre grant for himself by a grateful 
Mexican government. Called Rancho 
San Pedro, Santa Margarita and Las 
Gallinas it extended f r o m t h e 
Rancho Nicasio on the west to the 
San Pablo Bay on the east. 
Don Timoteo Murphy stocked his 
ranch with blooded cattle, merino 
sheep, pedigreed swine and big­ 
boned horses to support his bulky 
body. He successfully managed In­ 
dian affairs until the American oc­ 
cupation in the 1840s, was appointed 
alcalde in 1844 and built the first 
hacienda in San Rafael. 


HEIR TO RANCHOS—The lands 
of San Pedro, Santa Margarita 
and I^as Gallinas went to Timo­ 
teo Murphy’s young Irish-born 
nephew, John Lucas. Murphy, 
who never married, brought his 
brother, Mathew and a sister's 
boy, young Lucas to his Marin 
rancho from Ireland in 1849. 
When the 52-year-old Don died 
unexpectedly three years later 
be willed his northern ranch 
lands to Lucas and the southern 
portion to his brother. (Court­

Meet George 
Za, Developer

George Zaro will be 70 in 
two months, lives in Green- 
brae and was born on an is­ 
land in the Adriatic Sea. He 
had a priest cousin who was 
shot down in front of his par­ 
ish by Communist Party ag­ 
ents, and an uncle who was 
exiled from Yugoslavia for 
running up an American flag 
over his home on the Fourth 
of July. 


George Zaro has been a 
restaurateur since he was 12. 
He speaks five languages, was 
a soldier, has more than 600 
relatives in San Jose, and in 
1945 he saved his wife and 
himself from an inferno that 
leveled his own nightclub. In 
that decade he bought some 
49 acres of land, most of 
which was under Richardson 
Bay. He is now’ lessor of Sa- 
bella’s restaurant on some of 
that once wet property and 
plans to develop the rest of 
the land—most of which is 
now dry—into a multi-million 
dollar waterfront apartment 
project. 


GEORGE ZARO’S story be­ 
gins in Southeast Yugoslavia, 
a region along the Adriatic 
coast where the Dinaric Alps 
taper off to form the ancient 
province of 
Dalmatia. The 
region is known for its open, 
friendly people, its ports, fish­ 
ing villages, olive groves and 
small off-shore island chain 
where the sun is extra bright 
in the summer, and the wind 
in the winter from the Ad­ 
riatic and Ionian seas is pierc­ 
ing. 


On the largest of these is­ 
lands, Brae, in a town called 
Bobovisce, George Zaro was 
born. The day was April 11, 
1892, 14 years after Yugosla­ 
via (then Serbia) gained its 
independence from Turkey by 
the Treaty of Berlin, and 20 
years before the Austrian gov­ 
ernment forced war on Serbia 
and brought on World Wrar I. 
But by 1914 Zaro had been 
a resident of the United States 


for about eight years, his 
uncle Steve Zaro having sent 
for him from San Jose when 
George was 12. 


As soon as he arrived in 
San Jose he went to W'ork in 
the family eating place. It had 
been established by his grand- 
uncle in 1869 and was called 
Overland Restaurant. In 1908 
the restaurant was renamed 
Zaro's. George recalls that it 
was there he learned the busi­ 
ness the hard way. 


“When I was learning to 
mix drinks I got some hard 
lessons. Just a pinch of bit­ 
ters more than should go in 
a drink and my uncle would 
raise my ear no matter who 
was watching. I learned that 
1 had to do things right, or 
not at all.” 


ZARO MUST have learned 
because when he was 16 his 
uncle would take business or 
fishing trips for weeks at a 
time and leave the responsi­ 
bility of the restaurant in 
young George's care. This in­ 
cluded a staff of 18 waiters 
and six cooks. 


George Zaro inherited his 
business ability and energy 
from his father, Anthony, w ho 
wras a w’ine merchant in Dal­ 
matia. A wine merchant would 
buy wines from the peasants 
in the country and sell it to 
buyers in the cities. It was 
carried in the 1800s in sheep­ 
skin bags and poured into the 
barrels of buyers. Anthony 
Zaro traveled much. He was 
a friendly and gracious man 


who cared for the peasants 
who sold him their wine. 
George was also proud of 
his grandfather, after whom 
he was named: George Gligo. 
Gligo was the captain of his 
own trading schooner that 
carried goods like olives, wdne 
and wheat to Mediterranean 
ports. Captain Gligo was six 
feet, seven inches tall and had 
a reputation for being able to 
lift a mule off the ground, 
boasts his grandson. 


NOT IN HEIGHT, but in 
spirit and energy, Zaro takes 
after his grandfather. George 
Zaro sits on the edge of his 
chair when he talks. As he 
speaks of food, government 
or land, his eyes get wide, 
and his voice is loud and re-

sembles Edward G. Robinson. 
After his opinion is expressed, 
Zaro may sit back and smile 
or laugh, but only for a mo­ 
ment. 
He speaks five languages: 
English, I t a l i a n , Croatian, 
Spanish, “ if people speak or 
write slowly “ and Latin which 
he learned as an altar boy. He 
can 
also 
understand 
some 
French and Portuguese. 
Although George Zaro was

FREMONT, KIT CARSON 
In Forties Men Poured Over Sierra; 


Marin Was Site Of Bear Flag Fight 


The eighteen-forties were furious. 
Men 
mounted the 
Sierra 
and 
spilled over into California. 
The 
easy carefree life was beginning to 
fade. 
On June 23, 1846. a dark haired, 
ruddy-complexioned man, galloped 
into the northern end of Marin at 
the head of a band of 18 roughly 
dressed men. Lt. Henry L. Ford, of 
the Bear Flag movement, had been 
chasing a small group of Californi­ 
ans from Santa Rosa. 
He led his men into the frontyard 
of the Rancho Olompali, owned by 
the Indian Camilo Ynitia, and made 
a fast moving charge at the horse 
corrals, just north of present day 
Novato. 


MEN POURED from the house 
and sprang from behind the trees 
surprising the attacking Americans. 
Ford ordered his men to dismount 
and scramble for cover behind trees. 
The California forces of Joaquin de 
la Torre and Juan N. Padilla, ran 
for their horses. 
The Americans let go a volley of 
fire at the mounted California force 
driving the horsemen back. Soon 
the Californians were seen galloping 
over the hills into San Rafael leav­ 
ing their dead behind. 
In the previous week the Mexican 
military commandant at Sonoma, 
CoL 
Mariano Vallejo, 
had 
been 


seized by a small group of men 
dressed in greasy hunting clothes. 
These men declared California an 
independent state, lowered the Mex­ 
ican colors and hoisted the bear flag 
of the California republic. 


TEN DAYS LATER after hearing 
of Ford’s victory at the Rancho 
Olompali, a small, handsome U.S. 
Army officer. John Charles Fremont 
rode into Marin at the head of a 
band of 160 men At his elbow rode 
the famous buckskin dressed moun­ 
tain man. Kit Carson. 
Fremont had come to join in the 
search for Padilla and de la Torre. 
Meanwhile, after hoaxing the Ameri­ 
can forces, the California 
counter 
revolutionaries slipped across 
the 
bay with the help of the Richardson 
family at the Rancho Saucelito and 
an infuriated Fremont who set up 
camp at the Mission ruins in San 
Rafael. 
Fremont 
forced 
Don Timoteo 
Murphy to provide fresh horses, and 
secured more mounts from Richard­ 
son. Fremont, ostensibly in Califor­ 
nia on a map-making venture, de­ 
clared himself the leader of the Bear 
Flag movement 
shortly 
after the 
capture of Vallejo. 


LATER THREE well dressed Cali­ 
fornians stepped from a boat at the 
creek within view of the Mission. 
Fremont blandly told Carson that he 


did not want to be bother with pris­ 
oners. It has been said Carson ap­ 
proached the Californians, drew his 
gun and fired. Lying face dow?n in 
the dirt dead were three of the most 
prominent and best loved men in 
California: the aged Don Berryessa 
and his two 21-year-old nephews, the 
De Haro twins, sons of San Fran­ 
cisco’s alcalde. 
The Californians nursed a lifetime 
grudge against Fremont for those 
killings. 
On July 9. 1846, the American flag 
was raised in the public square at 
Yerba Buena and on Aug. 12 wrord 
reached California that Mexico and 
the United States were at war. 
FIVE 
MONTHS 
later 
after 
a 
bloody fight, Mexico capitulated and 
California became a United States 
territory. 
In 1848, the same year 
gold was discovered at Sutter’s Mill, 
the treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo was 
signed annexing California to the 
United States. 
But Fremont left another mark 
on Marin and the surrounding Bay 
Area. Looking down on the harbor 
entrance coursing between Lime 
and Fort Points he uttered the name 
that was going to stick: The Golden 
Gate. 
Three years later this gateway be­ 
came one of the busiest bodies of 
water m the world when gold wa* 
discovered hidden in the Sierra.

Continued from Page M 7 
not 
present, 
two 
dramatic 
events are related to his fam­ 
ily in Europe. July 4, 1889, 
uncle Steve was visiting the 
Zaro home after he had been 
in America. It was the Fourth. 
so his uncle flew an American 
flag from the top of the fam­ 
ily house. The problem was 
that he failed, purposely or 
otherwise, to put up an Aus­ 
trian flag beside it. (At that 
time the Austrian government 
governed Serbia.) 


“Gendarmes surrounded our 
house and my uncle was told 
to leave the country within 
36 hours. He did not want to 
go because my grandmother 
was old and the family be­ 
lieved she would go anytime.” 


As it turned out the Austri­ 
an 
government 
and 
Steve 
Zaro battled in the courts in 
Vienna for two months. Steve 


lost his case and had to re 
turn to America. 
•ironically,'’ 
r e c a l l e d 
George 
Zaro, 
‘ my 
grand­ 
mother not only did not pass 
away soon, but she lived for 
more than 20 more years!” 
The other drama unfolded 
in the 1940s. George had a 
cousin shot down by agents 
of the then newly established 
Communist 
Party. 
He 
was 
Father Chrrgin. He died in 
the dust in front of his own 
parish in Mirce, Yugoslavia. 
The holes of stray bullets are 
in the door of the village par­ 
ish to this day. Father Chrrgin 
had spoken out against the 
C'ommunist form of govern­ 
ment. 
Z A R O 
S A Y S his mother, 
Mrs. Marjeta Zaro, now living 
in San Jose, expresses the 
family attitude toward the to­ 
talitarian tactics of a commu­ 
nist regime. 
“You see, Tito 
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• 
took all the property: Orch­ 
ards, vineyards, olive groves. 
My mother, when his name is 
mentioned, goes into a rage 
and says she would wring his 
neck like a chicken.” 
Mrs. M arjeta Zaro will be 
91 this month. She has borne 
and reared 15 children. Five 
sons and five daughters are 
still living. Residing in San 
Jose are Mrs. Rita Visch, 67; 
Mark Zaro, 65; Mrs. Milena 
Jurras, 64; Mrs. Vojsava Sla- 
vich, 61; Nick Zaro, 57; Ste­ 
phen Zaro, 52, and Mrs. Mary 
Goulart, 48. 
And living in 
Berkeley is Mrs. Zorka Scar- 
ich, 58. 
George's father came to 
American and settled in San 
Jose a year after George. He 
died in 1934. 
“When people used to ask 
him if he was going to take 
a holiday and go back to Dal­ 
matia, he would tell them 
that he could see all the beau­ 
ty the world had to offer right 
along the coast of California,” 
said his son. 
It 
was 
about 
1910 that 
young George Zaro began to 
get restless. A fter feeling he 
w'as learning all he could 
learn about a certain phase 
of restauranting, he begin to 
wander to 
other establish­ 
ments and then back again. 
His cafe circuit from about 
1910 until 1942 included the 
Grand cafe in Reno, Nev., and 
in San Francisco the Black 
Cat cafe, A lturas nightclub, 
the Dante cafe and the Fair­ 
mont and Mark Hopkins ho­ 
tels. 
One evening that first year, 
18-year-old Zaro was carving 
a steaming duck in Dante 
cafe. “The fam ous maitre d ’ 
of the Fairmont Hotel, Boser- 
ini, was visiting the Dante 
and and after watching me 
carve, came over and asked if 
1 would come over to the Fair­ 
mont. lie said he wanted to 


have some fun with the old 
timers (waiters).” 


ZARO WENT. He said his 
first assignment was to carve 
two pheasant in front of a 
party of six. He said the regu­ 
lar waiters watched anxious­ 
ly and were mystified at his 
dexterity for being so young. 
George Zaro stayed at the 
Fairmont for several months 
and then left to return to San 
Jose, then to Reno again, and 
then back to San Jose. 
“I would get bored w ith one 
place. And 1 wanted to learn 
new things in new and differ­ 
ent places,” explains Zaro. 
He was in San Jose when 
World War I broke, and he 
was one of thousands of Cali- 
ornians who enlisted in the 
“Fighting Grizzlys” field ar­ 
tillery division (40th) to fill 
its quota within 24 hours af­ 
ter volunteers were sought. 
Zaro suffered injury to both 
his foot tendons and arches 
during the first days of Army 
drilling. 
“We slept on the floor of 
the barracks and drilled in 
our own shoes. Both of my 
arches were broken.” 
Zaro was given a medical 
discharge 
and returned to 
work in Reno, but felt that 
he was obligated to serve in 
the armed forces and wran­ 
gled his way back into uni­ 
form to become an interpre­ 
ter. And for the remainder of 
his military career he was sta­ 
tioned at the San Francisco 
Presidio. 
AFTER THE war Zaro at­ 
tended Hills Business College 
in San Jose from where he 
was graduated. He then went 
to work as assistant auditor 
for the city of San Jose and 
attended night school in San 
Francisco. 
“I commuted to San Fran­ 
cisco three and four nights 
a week so 1 could pass a CPA 
(certified public accountant) 


exam. We had six to eight 
hours of homework a day and 
after four years I began to see 
figures in my sleep. 
The effort was too much 
for Zaros body and he was 
hospitalized for three months 
following a recurrence of his 
foot trouble. After 13 months 
in foot and leg braces, he was 
well enough to go back to his 
restaurant circuit which this 
time began in Reno and end­ 
ed in San Jose in 1937. 
Four years earlier Zaro had 
married his San Jose sweet­ 
heart, Theresa, whom he had 
been going with since 1915. 
She died April 9, 1951. 
“She was a hard w orker and 
loved by all she knew*. She 
had a heart bigger than a 
lion,” says Zaro in tribute. 
Just before her death, she and 
Zaro resided in a beautiful 
home at Rio Del Mar near 
Santa Cruz. He had built it 
especially for her. Zaro still 
keeps the home and opens it 
to his friends to use for a 
weekend, or vacations. 
AFTER IIIS wife's death 
Zaro was a sad and lonely man 
and lived under this shadow 
for almost a decade. Then in 
1959 he met Mary George of 
San Francisco. Now Mrs. Mary 
Zaro, she and her husband 
live in a large, modern and 
pleasant apartm ent at 35 Coi- 
te Lenosa, in Greenbrae. Mrs. 
Mary Zaro is a friendly wom­ 
an and has had to put sheets 
over the living room rug be­ 
cause all the neighbor young­ 
sters come in and out, know­ 
ing she will keep them stocked 
in goodies. 
In 1937 Zaro started work­ 
ing under head man Gary D. 
Smith at the Mark Hopkins. 
“Eventually I became his 
trusted employee and did ally 
job he wanted at the Hop­ 
kins or the Fairm ont.” 
Zaro worked hard, got to

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Fortunes For 
Ranchers In 
'49 Gold Rush 


The hoarse cry “Gold!” became a 
battlesong as lusting, fevered men 
poured into the 
pastoral 
country 
searching out the yellow metal bur­ 
ied in the bowels of the Sierra. 
The men thirsted for gold but 
hungered for meat. 


MARIN 
RANCHEROS 
amassed 
fortunes selling their long horns to 
the hungry miners. 
Don Timoteo Murphy and the 
young grandson of Paul Revere who 
settled in San Gerónimo during the 
1840's led a party of 30 rancheros, 
their Indian servants, 100 horses 
and 200 head of cattle to the Sierra 
gold fields in 1849. The cattle in­ 
dustry was born in Marin and San 
Rafael was on its way to becoming 
a “cow town.” 
But the cry “gold” grew fainter as 
men died in the fields and the pay 
dirt trickled out. Many wandered 
back across the Sierra or staggered 
into San Francisco to book passage 
for home. Others remembered the 
land they had seen on the way to the 
gold fields and decided to stay, to 
settle. 


SOME OPTIMISTIC settlers even 
tried to mine gold in Marin in the 
Nicasio and San Gerónimo valleys 
during the 70s but when they didn't 
hit pay dirt they turned to ranching, 
digging their heels into the abun­ 
dant earth. 
A new era was born. The quiet 
was shattered by the graveled sound 
of crude wagon wheels and the splin­ 
tering of falling timber. 
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BERNARD MILLER’S WIFE, 
Emma Senter, came from Santa 
Clara County. The young Mil­ 
lers settled in the Nicasio Val­ 
ley and became the parents of 
three daughters. At one time a 
convicted 
murderer 
at 
San 
Quentin wrote Miller requesting 
parole and a job on t h e 
ranch. A family friend on hear­ 
ing of the incident asked if the 
family wasn’t worried having a 
murderer on the place. Miller 
shot back: “Why? He isn’t mad 
at us.”

The elder Miller also 
erected an adobe house in San 
Rafael between Lootens Place 
and Lincoln Avenue in the 
1840s. In 1849, the father built 
the first school in San Rafael. 
Bernard, the youngest son, was 
born 104 years ago in the San 
Rafael adobe.

J O B. SHORT ARRIVED in San 
Rafael, from Kentucky, in 1847 
with his mother, Mrs. Merriner 
and a brother, Jacob Short.

The Raccoon Gulch Lines 
Offer Friendly Rail Service 


By DICK STEIN H EIM ER 


The high cost of hauling 
railroad passengers has caus­ 
ed creased brows throughout 
the industry, and regular rail 
passenger service to Marin 
County is a thing of the past. 


Iiut lest the picture appear 
too dark, there’s at least one 
railroad 
in 
the county to 
which passengers are often 
downright welcome. 


True, the passengers roust 
ride in freight cars and top 
speed is only something like 
15 miles per hour, but the .ser­ 
vice is friendly. 


The railroad is the Raccoon 
Gulch Lines of Fairfax, a T'i*- 
inch gauge line owned by Gor­ 
don B. Adams that meanders 
approximately one-fifth of a 
mile through the town's Cas­ 
cade area. 


MOST PASSEN G ERS are 
children from the neighbor­ 
hood of Adams' home at 475 
Cascade Drive. 


Adams, of Scotch parent­ 
age, came to the United States 
from Great Britain in 1947. 
To him the railroad on his two 
acre property is the expres­ 
sion of love for mechanics and 
railroading maintained since 
his childhood in Birmingham, 
England. 
Patient partner to Adams in 
the all encompassing project 
is his wife, Pauline, whose res­ 
idence before their marriage 
was in San Anselmo. 
Physically, the R a c c o o n 
Gulch Lines consists of one- 
fifth mile of steel rails spaced 
lYz inches apart and weigh­ 
ing eight pounds per yard. 
Rolling stock is modeled 
after old narrow gauge equip­ 
ment and is one-fifth full size. 
The 
roster includes one 
mock steam engine construct­ 
ed by Adams from junk, spare 
parts and 
castings 
poured 
from his own patterns at the 
Joseph Secco Iron Foundry in 
San Rafael. ‘ Steam" for the 
engine is provided in the form 
of 24 volts of electricity from 
several hundred pounds of 
storage batteries in the tender 
of the engine. A 24-volt motor 
with a five position throttle 


and chain drive sends power 
to the drive wheels. 
The “passenger" equipment 
consists of a number of flat 
and gondola cars, all con­ 
structed from Adams’ own de­ 
sign and patterns. The only 
assembled 
parts 
purchased 
for the cars were the auto­ 
matic couplers. 


AT THE T A IL of the train 
usually comes the caboose, a 
“ crummy” complete with elec­ 
tric marker lights and remov­ 
able cupola. 
The passengers usually sit 
two to a car on benches or 
boards set athwart the sides 
of the cars. 
Perhaps because of being a 
professional railroader as well 
as an amateur one, Adams has 
seen to it that his pike is com­ 
plete even to having an auto­ 
matic block signal system and 
spring switches.” The spring 
track switches allow his trains 
to move around the reversing 
loops at each end of track 
without the necessity of stop­ 
ping before re-entering the 
main track. 
To top it off, he proposes 
to begin construction soon on 
a 
wig-wag 
crossing 
signal 
where his driveway crosses 
the tracks. 
What about the managing 
of the crowds of kids and eag­ 
er parents? 
Adams has informally es­ 
tablished that the kids are in­ 
vited to see the railroad when 
the front gate is open to the 
Adams’ drive. 
When the gale ¡s closed op­ 
eration is “ private.” 
How about discipline? 
“If the kids get too ram- 
bunctous, which is seldom, 
why I just tell them to go 
home. And you only have to 
tell them once,” Adams said. 


W H ILE TH E present en­ 
gine is electric, plans are al­ 
ready well under way for op­ 
eration of the line someday 
with steam power. 
In the Adams garage rests

Sellar, 
a youngster know­

Mon poured into the peaceful land. 
Some came as soldiers in the Mex­ 
ican War; others chased the scent of 
gold across the continent or oceans. 
Others were just young men trying 
to grab adventure by the tail. 
Forests fell away before the eyes 
of these men. Sweat stained their 
red flannel shirts and callouses lined 
the palms of their sunburned hands. 


TREES WERE CUT, rolled, drag­ 
ged, by straining ox teams over the 
pyramiding ridges running from Pt. 
Reyes to Olema to the Bolinas Har­ 
bor. The logs were loaded aboard 
schooners, shipped to San Francisco 
where a shanty town of tents and 
clapboard buildings began to grow 
into a city on the lumber torn from 
the Marin countryside. 
Other woodsmen stripped redwood 
from the slopes of Tamalpais and 
the hills of Mill Valley and the flats 
of Corte Madera. 
These logs were 
shipped to San Francisco on the 
small boats that plied the navigable 
creeks criss-crossing the land. Red­ 
woods were piled high on the pier 
at Ross’ Landing (now the College 
of Marin site) waiting for the small 
barges to bring them to the boom­ 
ing San Francisco dock. 


H E R D S OF LONGHORN were 
chased over the hills by hard-riding, 
Spanish - speaking vaqueros. 
The 
herds were driven from the hills 
down into the basin and through the 
main street of San Rafael. 
(Now 
Fourth Street.) The thundering an­ 
imals dug up screens of brown 
smoke with their sharp hooves, but 
the vaqueros drove them on to the 
slaughter house on the shore of the 
San Rafael Creek. 
The beef was shipped from San 
Rafael four times weekly on Capt. 
Higgins old sloop “Boston.” The Ma­ 
rin Ranchero was making a profit 
supplying the brawling city across 
the Bay with meat: a steer sold from 
$25 up. At least 100 head passed 
through San Rafael on the way to 
the slaughter house every week. 
A town was beginning to grow 
out of the sleepy Mexican pueblo 
that had sprung from the Mission in 
1834. 


FIRST SAW MILI.,—First mill in the Bolinas area 
was at Woodville, called “Dog Town” by Capt Ham­ 
mond in 1851. The area boomed and from the Bo­ 
linas Harbor, pictured here a few years later, an 


estimated 15.000,000 feet of timber was shipped to 
the San Francisco market on ships like these. Later 
dairying replaced logging as the chief industry of 
the area.

Adams was born in Birm­ 
ingham of Scottish parents 
and there was raised among 
the 
industry 
of 
England's 
second city. 
lie attended the University 
of Birmingham and then hired 
out 
as student 
mechanical 
engineer for the London Mid­ 
land 
and 
Scottish 
Railway 
and then for the London Sub­ 
way System. 
In World War II he became 
a locomotive engineer in a 
Railroad Operating Division 
in France. After the fall of 
France he was engaged in 
secret work, ending the war 
in the merchant navy. 


THE W AR interrupted his 
plans to come to the United 
States so he worked for the 
subway 
system 
until 
1947 
when he arrived in the U.S. 
"If it means anything to 
anyone, I took out my citizen­ 


ship papers the day after I 
arrived, 
Adams chuckled. 
In 1948 he began work with 
Northwestern 
Pacific 
Rail­ 
road at the Tiburon round 
house. 
He was later trans­ 
ferred to the Southern Pa­ 
cific offices in San Francisco 
where he is presently working 
as mechanical engineer. 
Adams and his wife were 
married five years ago. They 
have lived in Fairfax only one 
year. 


Adams said he had built 
models in Britain and had 
talked about it after coming 
here. Then one day he and 
his wife saw a pair of old 
steam engine cylinders in a 
Marin County junk yard and 
he purchased them' for $2, 
starting the spiraling empire. 
"The size of the cylinders 
determined the size of the 
railway, which was to be the 
7*^-inch gauge,” Adams said. 
As to what was important,

came from scrap lumber and 
the small rails came from var­ 
ious parts of the state. Most 
were from small mining rail­ 
roads. 
Another attic project tak­ 
ing Adams skill as craftsman 
is the rebuilding of two live 
steam locomotives owned by 
Dr. L. L. Stanley of Fairfax. 
The locomotives were con­ 
structed in Marin county and 
have lain for a number of 
years, damaged by corrosion. 
The most dramatic of the 
two locomotives is a breath 
of j)ld-time England and of 
the*"era prior to Adams’ birth. 
It is a scale steam model of 
a mighty "Stirling Eight-Foot 
Single," a type of fast express 
passenger engine built for the 
Great Northern Railway of 
England. It operated with a 
single 8-foot high drive wheel 
on each side of the engine. 
Fifty-three of the 4-2-2’s were 
constructed and they hauled 
the majority of fast trains un­ 
til the 1890's. 
With

The 
appearance 
on

American scene of the Beat 
school of writing, with Jack 
Kerouac and Allen Ginsberg 
in the vanguard, was initially 
greeted with near hysterical 
adulation and wild prophecies 
as to the future role these 
young bohemians were to play 
in American literature. 


Then the pendulum swung. 
And it became fashionable to 
belittle 
their 
contributions 
and to heap personal scorn 
upon them. 


This book should help to 
bring about a fairer perspec­ 
tive. 


It has been compiled by 
Thomas Parkinson. University 
of California English profes­ 
sor who has been personally 
closely associated 
with the 
Beat. 


First section of the book is 
devoted to exam ples of some 
of the more impressive pieces 
of Beat writing. Ginsberg’s 
•Howl” is accorded lead-off 
honors, followed by work of 
Kerouac, Gregory Corso, Wil- 
liam S. Burroughs, Lawrence 
Ferlinghetti, 
former 
Marin 
resident Gary Snyder, Philip 
Whalen, Michael McClure and 
John Wieners. 


The second half consists of 
criticism 
a n d 
commentary 
with a wide variance of view­ 
point. Kenneth Rexroth, Nor­ 
man Podhoretz, Henry Miller, 
Paul O'Neil, 
Herbert Gold, 
John Ciardi, Lawrence Lipton 
and editorParkinson are some 
of those included. There is 
an openly-partisan pro-Beat 
faction as represented by Lip­ 
ton, Miller and Carolyn Gai- 


ser. There are the equally- 
partisan anti-Beats including 
Podhoretz and O'Neil. 
And 
there are the open-minded cri­ 
tical analyses by the likes of 
Rexroth and Parkinson. 


Virtually all the material in­ 
cluded in the book has been 
published before, but often 
in journals of small circula­ 
tion. The selecting, collecting 
and assembling job by Par­ 
kinson 
provides engrossing, 
stimulating reading. 


What occurred to this read­ 
er is that criticism of Beat 
writing for its lack of form, 
its absence of purpose, its 
scarcity of hope, is not with­ 
out 
justification. 
But 
that 
those 
who 
point 
out 
such 
faults should also take note 
of the somewhat contradic­ 
tory sense of excitement and 
integrity 
vv h i c h 
Kerouac, 
Ginsberg, Corso, et al, can and 
often do create. Even in voic­ 
ing doom and despair, the 
Beats frequently seem to en­ 
gender more movement and 
stimulation than commercial 
literature of a milksop, polly- 
anna tinge. 
And our more 
m e m o r a b l e “ commercial” 
writing frequently appear to 
bear some relationship to the 
philosophy and technique of 
the Beats. 


In fairness, let it be noted 
that some of the critics do 
take cognizance of this. Ciar­ 
di says: 
. . And were it a 
simple choice between going 
Madison Avenue and going 
Beat, I should certainly insist 
that the Beat has all the merit 
on his side.” 


He takes due notice of the 
implausibilities, c o n t r a d i c ­ 
tions of Beat non-conformity, 
and finds it still preferable to 
and less tiresome than slick, 
regimented, idea-less confor­ 
mity. 
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Local Government Organized 
By Legislature In Early 50's 


COUNCIL FIRST MKT HKRE—When the San Rafael Board of Trustees, 
(counter part of today’s city council) met for the first time April 9, 1874, 
it gathered in the second story of the Mechanics Institute Hall owned by 
J. O. B. Short at the southeast corner of Fourth and C Streets. The build­ 
ing was also the site of the town’s first post office. McAllister’s saloon oc­ 
cupied the first floor. The first trustees were: Sidney V. Smith. J. B. Rice, 
A. W. Taliaferro, William J. Miller and Jacob Short. (Marin County His­ 
torical Society) 


COUNTY’S FIRST SURVEYOR—Alfred Derby Easkoot settled in Bolinas 
in 1851. He held the office of Marin’s first surveyor until 1871. Born in 
Massachusetts in 1820, Easkoot went to sea at the age of 9. Three years 
later he severely burned his face and hands losing several fingers. He 
arrived in San Francisco in 1851 to take charge of the ship Asa Packer 
but was unable to after being stricken with a fever. (Mrs. Jam es Jenkins, 
Bolinas) 


On Sept. 16, 1850, Marin County 
felt the first slice of the dividing 
knife as f o u r settlem ents were 
carved out of its flank. Sborb, Black 
and Milewater shaped Sausalito from 
the Richardson Rancho, Novato from 
the area north of the county seat and 
Bolinas from the Briones Rancho in 
the west. 
Two surveyors were called in to 
lay out the town of San Rafael. Lots 
were squared off at 300 feet. 
ON OCT. 18, the Oregon, a side- 
wheel steam er churned through the 
Golden Gate. Her bells were ringing 
a n d 
stream ers 
fluttered 
f r o m 
her mast. One read: California ad­ 
mitted. 
On Sept. 9, President Millard Fill- 
more had signed the gold-rich terri­ 
tory into the Union breaking the 
deadlock between free and slave 
states by making California the 16th 
free state 
THREE YEARS later the Court of 
Sessions led by Ai Barney estab­ 
lished the towns of Tómales and 
Point Reyes and in 1855 formed new 
boundaries for San Rafael, Corte 
Madera, Sausalito, Novato. San An­ 
tonio, Tómales, Point Reyes and Bo­ 
linas. 
In 1852 the legislature organized 
the first board of supervisors, and in 
December T. F. Peck was elected 
chairman and W. T. W hittlesey and 
H. S. Baechtel supervisors. The su­ 
pervisors and court of sessions op­ 
erated together for three years until 
the legislature abolished the latter 
and set up a list of powers for the 
supervisors. Local government was 
coming of age. 


BARNEY AS JUDGE—Ai Barn 
ey was appointed Marin Coun­ 
ty judge*by the governor in 
1850 to replace Dr. Shorb who 
resigned four months after tak­ 
ing office. Barney was re-elect­ 
ed and held the office for seven 
years. He arrived in the Coun­ 
ty in 1849 as a member of the 
Baltimore and Frederick Min­ 
ing and Trading Co. out of 
Maryland. In 1861 he and his 
son, 
Jerome, 
founded 
Marin 
County’s first newspaper, The 
Marin County Journal. This pic­ 
tures him as he appeared in 
earlier years.

Tea Trees 
Thrive In 
Tough Going 


Gardeners who like to plant 
their shrubs and leave them 
alone will get a lot of mile­ 
age from the many tea trees 
offered 
in 
local 
nurseries. 
Nurserymen tell us that tea 
trees are ready to serve you 
in a wide range of rough 
places. 


Take Ihe toughest situation 
any shrub could face—along 
a weather battered stretch of 
seashore. Far from succumb­ 
ing to such conditions, the 
tea trees seem to thrive on 
them. Or try them on a sun­ 
baked hillside that seldom 
sees 
water 
and 
they will 
thrive again. In fact, if you 
want to be truthful about it, 
lea trees are more apt to 
suffer from too much atten­ 
tion than from too little. 
If you infer from this that 
tea trees are best not used in 
friendly 
g a r d e n 
settings, 
you’re wrong. Their narrow, 
decorative foliage and free- 
flowering habit dictates that 
they should be used close in 
as well as in out-of-the-way 
garden spots. Just be sure 
that they have good drainage 
since they won’t tolerate sod­ 
den conditions from over-wa­ 
tering.

1st Legislature 
Carved Land 
For County 


Government blew up like a fire­ 
cracker with a short fuse. 
Military Governor Brig. Gen. Ben­ 
nett Riley called a convention in 
Monterey in the fall of 1849 after 
Congress closed its doors without 
doing anything about the new terri­ 
tory of California. 
The California 
and American settler chafed under 
the military tribunal and Riley felt 
the uneasiness. 
The session lasted a painful six 
weeks with embarrassing pauses as 
harried representatives and assist­ 
ants made desperate searches for 
reference books. 
California's first constitution was 
framed and later ratified at the first 
election. Nov. 13, with a vote of 12,- 
061 for and 811 against. 
k 


1st Nicasio Mills 
Erected In 1852 


In 1852 Noah Corey built the first 
house in Nicasio and with his broth­ 
er. Hiram, opened the firs* saw milt 
in the Nicasio Valley. There were 
large forests of redwood and oak. 
But in a few years forests had dis­ 
appeared and pasture land had taken 
their place. 
A year after the Coreys landed in 
Nicasio, William Butterfield and Wil­ 
liam Dampier put up a house south 
of town and started a stock business. 
The valley began to fill. 
Nicasio is the geographical heart 
of Marin and the early settlers felt 
that it should be the county seat 
rather than San Rafael. 
Ten years after the Corey brothers 
built their saw mill in Nicasio. James 
Dixon and James Ross opened an­ 
other mill, one and a half miles east 
of town. The mill turned out 15.006 
feet of lumber a day and ran for 
three years until Dixon bought out 
Ross’ interest and moved the null to 
Fort Ross. 
Isaac Shaver and Jonathan Mitch- 
ner opened a third mill, one and i 
half miles southeast of the town in 
1866, turning out 20.000 feet of lum­ 
ber a day. This mill was closed in 
1872 when the machinery was moved 
to San Rafael and installed in a plan­ 
ning mill. 


County Named 
For Indian Chief 


The boundaries were marked off. 
A county was carved out of the land 
at the first meeting of the legisla­ 
ture in Monterey three months af­ 
ter the November election. 
They named the County Marin af­ 
ter the Indian chief who warred 
against the Spanish leather jackets 
in the early 1800’s and placed the 
seat of justice at the site of the old 
Spanish mission. 


IN 1850 MARIN was prosperous. 
Yankee, southerner, Spaniard, Irish­ 
man, Scotsman mingled in the melt­ 
ing pot; Marin was maturing Ameri­ 
can. 
They organized a Court of Ses­ 
sions to minister local government at 
San Rafael and on July 22 Dr. James 
A. Shorb, recently arrived Yankee 
who had landed in Marin as part of 
the Baltimore and Frederick Co. of 
Maryland was elected county judge. 
Oldtimers James Black and another 
newcomer George Milewater were 
elected associate justices. 
Black. Scot born hunter and cattle 
raiser, arrived in California in 1832 
aboard an English trading ship. 
When the boat reached Monterey the 
25-year-old sailor was put ashore 
with a severe case of typhoid fever. 
But Juan Cooper, the American 
bom brother-in-law of Mariano Val­ 
lejo, a leading Californian, took the 
young Scotsman in and cured him. 
Black met another Scotsman, Ed­ 
ward McIntosh in Monterey and de­ 
cided to join him in a hunting and 
trapping venture in the north. The 
young men lived at the adobe Pre­ 
sidio at Yerba Buena in 1883 and 
Black, Murphy, Reed and Vallejo 
became close friends. 


BOLINAS BECOMES RESORT TOWN—Nellie Esten Waterhouse trans­ 
formed a quarter section of the Juan Briones Rancho on the Bolinas beach 
into a resort tract. Grand Vista, in 1883. She hired surveyors to lay out 
lots, ordered eucalyptus and cypress trees planted and planned on selling 
10 lots a year to persons wanting Bolinas summer homes. The area soon 
became a popular resort town and gathering place for many prominent 
Marin families. (Courtesy of Mrs. James Jenkins and the Marin County

WHEN VALLEJO was made mili­ 
tary commandant of California in 
1835 he secured a land grant for his 
Scot friends close to the Russian 
border at Fort Ross. A few years 
later Black swapped his Sonoma 
holdings for a piece of the Rancho 
Nicasio in Mann. 
The three members of the court 
of sessions ordered the newly elect­ 
ed Sheriff, S. S. Baechtel, to build a 
log jail and find them a place to 
meet. Vendors were told they must 
obtain licenses to peddle their goods.

Sabella, uncle of Lucien Sabel- 
Coatinued from page M 8 
know people, and saved mon­ 
ey. On July 2, 1942, through 
a waiter friend who jointly 
owned the White Spot night­ 
club at the San Quentin Y in 
Marin, Zaro was able to buy 
the club. The owners had to 
sell and they let it go cheap. 
Three years after he bought 
the club, Zaro lost it. July 4, 
1945, at 4:30 a.m., Zaro was 
awakened by the sound of 
popping and crackling drift­ 
ing from the club proper into 
the Zaro living quarters. Zaro 
knew it was a fire. His wife 
awoke and became hysterical. 


“ 1 had to knock her cold— 
it was the only time I ever 
hit her— and drag her from 
the bedroom,” said Zaro. 


The club was burned to the 


ground in 45 minutes. There 
was a little insurance on the 
luilding and Zaro lost $3,200 
in cash in his bedroom. With­ 
in 48 hours Zaro was fighting 
back. He put aside his regret, 
hired bulldozers and began to 
excavate a portion of some 
swamp property he had pur­ 
chased “ in” Richardson Bay a 
year earlier just off what is 
now Highway 101’s Alto strip. 
“THEY SAID I was crazy, 
but within a year we had one 
of California's best nightclub 
restaurants.” It was called 
Zaro’s. That year Ann Baxter 
and the late John Hodiak cele­ 
brated their honeymoon din­ 
ner there. Zaro ran his estab­ 
lishment for two more years 
and then leased it to Enricho 
Pastori until December, 1950, 
when Zaro leased it to Angelo 


la of the Fisherman’s Wharf 
Sabella’s. 


In 1947 Zaro could see how 
even 
more 
valuable 
this 
“swamp land” might be, and 
be bought 31.9 more acres 
from the Coleman estate ad­ 
jacent to the land upon which 
his restaurant stood. All of 
the latter property was under 
water except a 118-by-four- 
foot section near the highway. 
Today, after pouring “ thou­ 
sands of dollars ’ to develop 
and bring it above the water, 
Zaro has level dry property 
surrounding a 16 acre lagoon 
which he also owns. It faces 
the Bay and Mount Tamalpais. 


He is now negotiating with 
parties to build waterfront 
apartments with dock land­ 


ings for some 400 boats. It 
will be a several-million-dollar 
project, he said. It will sur­ 
round the restaurant which 
w ill again be called Zaro s 
" hen Sabella s lease has ex­ 
pired this May. 


Zaro’s great desire is to see 
the development of all of Rich­ 
ardson Bay waterfront. “ My 
father used to say the Bay 
was ‘Paradise.’ 1 agree, and 
know that Los Angeles would 
give her right arm for it—and 
what are we in the North do­ 
ing with this bay— nothing?.

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Here Are Histories Of 
The Most Important 
Early Grants Of Land 


RANCHO PUNTA DE LOS REYES 
—The 8.878-acre grant was given to 
James R. Berry, an Irishman, on 
March 17. 1836, by Gov. Gutierrez. 
Berry later sold his ranchp to Joseph 
F. Snook an Englishman who in 1840 
transported, 
25 captive Americans 
from Yerba Buena and Monterey to 
San Bias in his boat the “Joven 
Guipuzcoana.” The Americans had 
been expelled from California by the 
governor who suspected an upris­ 
ing and revolution was in the mak­ 
ing. 
Two years later Snook's bark was 
taken prisoner by two American war 
ships in the port of Monterey. It is 
doubtful if the seafaring Snook ever 
lived on his Marin rancho. In 1843. 
the rancho passed into the hands of 
Antonio 
Maria 
Osio. 
well-known 
Mexican official, and owner of Angel 
Island. Osio lived in Don Timoteo 
Murphy’s hacienda in San Rafael 
when in Marin. He never occupied 
his western Marin ranch. Later he 
returned to his home in lower Cali­ 
fornia and wrote a history of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Osio's ranch and the Rancho Punta 
de los Reyes 
Sobrante 
(leftovers) 
were granted to 
Andrew7 
Randall 
who had arrived in California as a 
gunner on the U.S.S. Portsmouth. 
The two ranchos were patented, to­ 
taling 57.000.98 acres in 1860. 
The 
ranchos next passed into the hands 
of Justice Oscar L. Shafter. Judge 
James McMillan Shafter and Charles 
Webb Howard who opened the area 
as a dairying section and leased out 
the land. 


RANCHO PUNTA DE QUENTIN 
— This ranch bordered on the east 
by the waters of San Pablo Bay on 
the south by what is now Larkspur, 
on the north bv San Anselmo and to 
the west by a ridge of mountains 
north of Tamalpais, was granted in 
1840 to Juan Bautiste Cooper, broth­ 
er in law of Gen. Mariano Vallejo. 
It was soon acquired by Ben jamin R. 
Buckelew7. Buckelew7, one time edi­ 
tor and publisher of the San Francis­ 
co 
newspaper 
the 
“Californian,” 
died in 1859 at 37. 
The ranch was bought in 1859 by 
Irish-born Jam es Koss who had come 
to San Francisco by way of Austra­ 
lia. He opened an im port business 
in the boom town across the bay 
and also owned a fleet of river boats 


that traded along the Sacramento 
River. 
He was a man of medium 
size, and a great lover of music and 
fast horses. 
The pioneers of Ross 
Valley originally bought their land 
from this quiet spoken man whose 
name has become an indelible mark 
on Marin. 


RANCHO CANADA DE HERRERA 
—The 6.658 acre ranch that today is 
part of San Anselmo and Fairfax 
was granted to Domingo Sais in 1839 
by the Mexican governor. Sais had 
served a two-year term as elector 
and 
r e g i d o r of San Francisco. 
The first parceling of this ranch 
covering the hills and valleys occur­ 
red in 1849 when 40 acres by the 
banks of a clear flowing stream were 
given to Dr. A. W. Taliaferro who 
had arrived in Marin as a m em ber 
of a mining company and who was 
to become the first physician for 
San Quentin. 


Later Taliaferro in turn gave his 
land to his close friend Lord Charles 
Fairfax, descendent of the English 
barons of Fairfax and form er resi­ 
dent of Fairfax County in Virginia. 
Lord Fairfax had married the niece 
of U.S. Sen. John C. Calhoun, and 
his home became one of the social 
and political meccas of early Cali­ 
fornia. His land was soon known by 
his name. 
The Fairfax home was 
located near the old railroad station 
of Fairfax and Manor. 


RANCHO de NOVATO — This 
ranch reaching to Black Point and 
the San Pablo Bay on the northwest 
and was given to Fernando Felis in 
1839. I^ater the rancho was owned 
jointly by Frederick Billings, James 
R. Bolton and Henry Halleck. Archi­ 
bald Peachv bought the rancho after 
1850. 


RANCHO CORTE MADERA 
de 
NOVATO—-Granted to Juan Martin 
in 1839 by Governor Alvarado. 


RANCHO 
SAN 
GERONIMO 
— 
Granted to Rafael Cacho in 1844 
and later patented to Joseph Revere, 
grandson of Paul Revere in 1860. 
Revere arrived in California in 1846 
as a Navy lieutenant and soon set­ 
tled on his rancho and went into the 
stock business. He was a close friend 
of Don Timoteo Murphy. 
Revere 
later returned to the 
East 
coast 
where he lived in Morristown, Pa. 


THE DAYS OF THE DONS— Marin's early years under Mexican rule were 
a time of carefree and elegant living that has never been paralleled. This 
was the time of the big ranchos.( See map) Hospitality was a law7 in every 
household. A bowl of silver was customarily left by the bed for any 
stranger asking for a night’s rest in case he did not have enough money 
to eat. Ranchers traveled hundreds of miles to attend a party or fiesta at 
a friend’s rancho. These parties sometimes lasted a week or two. Huge 
barbecues w'ere held daily. Later the dons and their ladies waltzed into the 
pre-dawn hours. Picnics were held in the afternoons. Horsemanship was 
the main occupation of the don and he was considered to be the best in 
the world.

San Rafael, California 
Suburbs Commute Began In '60s 


Quentin Ferries 
Coaches Ran 
On Daily Basis 


In the 1860s, Marin’s climate be­ 
gan attracting wealthy San Francis­ 
cans to the North Bay shore. 
The 
commute to the suburbs had begun. 
Charles Minturn, owner of the 
Contra Costa Steam Navigation Co., 
operated a ferry service between 
Point San Quentin and San Francis­ 
co. 
The steam navigation pioneer had 
arrived in the San Francisco Bay in 
1849 when he was 34. It was in this 
year East coast steamers started ply­ 
ing around the horn to take over the 
packet service of the San Francisco 
Bay waters. 
THE SAN QUENTIN ferry left 
Marin at 9 a.m. daily and was met 
Monday through Saturday by an old, 
creaky coach operated by the San 
Rafael Stage Co. that left the coun­ 
ty seat an hour earlier. The coach 
bounced over the rutted ridge to 
Point San Quentin, depositing its 
passengers just in the nick of time to 
catch the San Francisco bound steam, 
er. 
During 1865 a toll road was built 
across the marshes from San Rafael 
to the ferry wharf eliminating the 
uncomfortable jog across the San Ra­ 
fael ridge; the same year ferry fares 
were reduced from $2 to $1. 
A 
monthly commute book sold 
for 
$15.00. The Stage Co. also reduced 
its fare from $1 to 50 cents. 
The following year Minturn in­ 
augurated passenger service of two 
daily round trips on his ferry line. 
If a harried passenger missed the 
M inturn ferry he had a chance to 
catch Peter Smith’s sloop that sailed 
from Ross’ Landing every Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday. 
TRAVELERS HEADED toward the 
western coast could buy a seat on 
the Nelson and Henderson stage that 
left San Rafael every Wednesday 
and Saturday at 8 a.m. The western 
route was a long trek over White’s 
Hill and the passengers had to make 
sleeping arrangem ents for the two 
day trip. Luckily for the early-day 
traveler Marin ranchers were known 
for their hospitality. 
Two men by the name of Morse 
and Bassett ran a stage between San 
Rafael and Tómales bv way of No­ 
vato, Petaluma and the Two Rock 
Valley. 
Crude wagon wheels carved out 
dusty, rutted roads leading like ar­ 
teries to the heart of the County 
Seat. Marin began to wed into one 
community. 


MARIN RIBBONED BY RUTTED ROADS—Early 
Marin roads made coach travel dusty, slow and un­ 
comfortable. Commuters caught a stage in San Ra­ 
fael early every morning and after almost an hour’s 


jostling ride arrived at the San Quentin ferryslip 
where they caught a San Francisco bound boat. This 
is Bolinas Road in San Rafael and coach is typical 
of private transportation during this period. (First 
published in Marin County Journal, 1889.)

State's First Prison Held Men, Women Inmates 


On the morning of July 14, 1852, 
a slimy bottomed bark was towed 
across the clear waters of the Golden 
Gate to the jutting point three miles 
south of San Rafael called San Quen­ 
tin. 
The countryside was quiet, the 
hills etched humps under the spark­ 
ling summer sun, but when the small 
brig touched Marin’s shore some of 
the county’s serenity must have been 
shattered. 


THE BARK WAS the home of 50 


men and women prisoners of the 
State of California, aptly named 
“Hell Ship.” 
Benjamin R. Buckelew sold a por­ 
tion of his Rancho Punta de Quentin 
to the State for $10,000 for the pris­ 
on site. The prisoners were turned 
over to Gen. M. Estell who had con­ 
tracted to guard, house, feed and 
shelter them for a 10 year period. 
He was to be paid for services ren­ 
dered with the backbone grease of 
the prisoners. 
It was San Quentin labor and San 


Quentin bricks that went into much 
of the building of early San Rafael. 
The new prison rapidly began to 
swell beyond the 50-convict capacity 
for which the bark had been refitted. 
In that first year sheriffs from up 
and down the state had deposited an 
additional 100 convicts at San Quen­ 
tin. 
(Sheriffs were then paid $1 a 
mile to deliver a man to the prison 
and subsequently beat a steady path 
to the boat’s gangplank with every 
piece of human flesh they could lay 
their hands on.) 


LIVING CONDITIONS became un 
bearable and prison breaks almost 
an everyday occurrence. 
There was not enough water, 
sleeping quarters aboard the bark 
reeked of foul air causing illness and 
the spread of disease. What made 
it worse there was no hospital to 
treat the sick. 
The guards used billy sticks, clubs 
and straps to discipline the prison­ 
ers. There was not enough food to 
go around, but the prisoners were al­ 
lowed to have complete saloon fa­ 
cilities for a number of years. 
When the legislature in Sacramen­ 
to was told of the bar flourishing at 
the state prison, it replied: Why 
should these unfortunates deprived 
of their liberty also be deprived of 
the staff of life. 


WHEN THE FIRST cell block was 
completed in 1853 conditions im­ 
proved for a short time. Then trusty 
system was inaugurated to make up 
for the shortage of guards. Breaks 
increased as trustys shut their eyes 
as convicts “went over the hill.” 
The escaped convicts ruled as syl­ 
van princes in the peaceful country­ 
side. In the summer they camped 
by the babbling streams, fished for 
trout or salmon, snared deer and 


stole blankets, clothing and bacon 
and eggs from the terrified ranchers. 
The prison changed hands several 
times and the state finally took over 
in 1860. Lt. Gov. I. N. Quinn was 
made ex-officio warden. Quinn was 
succeeded by T. N. Maehin. 
DURING THE administration of 
these twro men the prisoners heads 
were shaved. They were dressed in 
rags, lashed with whips and given 
the water cure. 
The prisoners revolted in April, 
1864, seized Machin as hostage and 
forced their way out the main gate. 
They crossed the marshland to Ross’ 
Landing where they came face to 
face with a platoon of farmers and 
loggers armed with rifles, clubs and 
pitchforks. The prisoners were de­ 
feated. A number were killed, and 
others ran for cover in the hills. 
Machin was saved and took charge of 
the punishment of the captured pris. 
oners. He gave them severe treat­ 
ment. 
A messenger galloped into San Ra­ 
fael and spread the word that the 
prisoners were about to invade the 
city. Residents clutching their pos­ 
sessions ran for protection of the 
courthouse or a store on Fourth 
Street. 
PUBLIC OPINION turned com­ 
pletely against the prisoners. Forty 
years later with James H. Wilkins, 
a member of the State Board of 
Prisons, reform measures were in­ 
troduced in the management of the 
prison. A parole law was enacted in 
1893 and 12 years later an appropri­ 
ation for building a new prison was 
passed. 
When Clinton Duffy became war­ 
den of San Quentin in 1940 he per­ 
manently abolished the use of whips, 
straps and rubber hoses in the pun­ 
ishment of prisoners and later insti­ 
tuted a rehabilitation program. 


PRISONERS W’ORE STRIPES — In the early days at San Quentin the 
inmates were dressed in stripes or red shirts so they would be better 
targets for guards to aim at in case of a break. The stripes alternated be­ 
tween vertical and horizontal. In 1894 San Quentin took over executions 
from the County sheriffs. The first man to be hanged at the prison was 
an Irishman, P. J. Sullivan who had slain his wife in San Francisco.

Dairy Ranching Brought Butter To Marin 
—It Was The County's Own Kind Of Gold 


In 1855. the Steele brothers ar­ 
rived on the sandy flats of foggy 
Point Reyes. The earth was covered 
with wild strawberries, cut by steep 
ridges and sand dunes. 
They rented acreage, stocked it 
it with 1.100 local longhorns and a 
few bulls they had brought from the 
East Coast. 
The following year they started 
milking the cows, making cheese and 
churning butter. They shipped the 
cheese and butter to the San Fran­ 
cisco market by schooner out of the 
Bolinas harbor. 
The land started to go fast. Roads 
were cut by the tread of wagon 
wheels leading from the ranchland 
to the harbor. The young city across 
the Bay was hungry for dairy prod­ 
ucts and the industry that w-ould be 
Marin's resource for over a hundred 
years had been pioneered. 
AFTER THE CIVIL WAR thous­ 
ands of acres of wheat were planted 
at Tómales. Barges sailed into Old 
Town to pick up the grain shipments 
and bring them to the San Francisco 
market. Large crops of potatoes were 
planted by the Northern Irish im­ 
migrants who settled Tómales in the 
1850 s. 
A young hand working on the 
Warren Dutton ranch in 1853 began 
experimenting with the tuber, im­ 
proving the local crop. Many thous­ 
ands of potatoes were shipped out 
of the small port of Ocean Roar. 
One ranch hand was destined to 
go on to great things through his 
experiments with crops and flowers; 
his name was Luther Burbank. 
Tómales was a booming city and 


the largest after San Rafael. In 1864 
the town had a population of 300. 
THE LAGOON THAT was used as 
a harbor in the 19th century was 
destroyed by the 1906 earthquake 
that leveled part of San Francisco 
and Bolinas. 
Italian Swiss dairymen flocked to 
Point Reyes, Inverness and Olema in 
1860. L a r g e chunks of l a n d 
had been bought by three prominent 
San Franciscans, James M. Shafter, 
his brother, Oscar Shafter and Os­ 
car’s son-in-law, Charles Webb How­ 
ard. The trio divided their land into 
1.400-acre ranch sites, stocked each 
ranch with a dairy herd of 180 cows 
and rented the land out. Dairying 
was becoming a big business. 
James Shafter put up a saw mill, 
cut redwood and built the ranch 
houses on his tenant farms. The 
land was cleared by Chinese labor 
and the top quality lumber from the 
western section was tied together 
and rafted across the Golden Gate to 
San Francisco. 
James Shafter was a huge two- 
hundred pounder who sported a 
large black slouch hat and drove the 
best horses in California. He was a 
prominent San Francisco lawyer, a 
close friend of Leland Stanford. 
Shafter maintained a mansion on 
San Francisco’s Russian Hill besides 
his ranch near Inverness. At his 
ranch Shafter raised some of the 
finest blooded horses in California 
and maintained a private race track 
near the house. 
SHAFTERS SON, Payne, his wife 
and two daughters later lived at 
“The Oaks*’ near Olema, a ranch 


James had ordered built for his wife 
who died before she could occupy it. 
Oscar Shafter was a supreme jus­ 
tice of California. 
H i s daughter, 
Emma, married Howard, another 
famous horse breeder of his day. 
The Shafters and Howard also raised 
beef cattle and had the cattle driven 
to the Petaluma Creek where they 
were loaded aboard the McNear’s 
steamer, Gold, and sent on their way 
to San Francisco’s Butcher Town. 
The Gold later blew up in the Bay. 
George McNear’s wife, Jesise was 
killed in the explosion. 
The land was overrun with wild 
game. The Shafters leased thousands 
of acres of the Bear Ranch to mem­ 
bers of San Francisco’s Pacific Union 
Club. The members formed the ex­ 
clusive Olema Country Club where 
visiting presidents, kings and dig- 
nataries were entertained until the 
club was wiped out in the financial 
crash of 1929. 
WHILE RACING champions were 
being nurtured on the Marin grasses 
and noblemen were stalking quail 
and duck, the dairy industry was 
steadily mushrooming. 
The Shafter and Howard tenant 
ranches were designated by letter, 
eg. “Y,” “H’’ or “Z.” Each tenant 
branded his butter with his letter 
using a small wooden disc. Schoon­ 
ers s w u n g into Limantour and 
Drake’s Bay to pick up the barrels 
of butter. Point Reyes butter was 
considered to be the highest pre­ 
mium butter in the country. 
The tenants paid their landlords 
so much per cow’ instead of by the 
acre.

A year after the founding of Mis- 
sion San Rafael A rc an gel the rich 
brown earth, north of the Golden 
Gate had been struck for the first 
tim e. Orchards were planted on both 
sides of the L shaped adobe build­ 
ing and the horse and Spanish long 
horn had arrived on the scene. 


Fine Arabian stock imported from 
Spain grazed on the hillsides and fat 
longhorns roamed over the Mission 
lands. 


The grey-robed padres taught the 
Indian 
neophyte 
to 
dress, 
plant 
crops, tend livestock, 
ride a cow 
pony and navigate streams. The sick 
were nursed. 


The Indian learned craftsmanship 
under tin watchful eye of the Fran­ 
ciscan The priests felt the land be­ 
longed to the Indian and that they 
were m erely acting as guardians un­ 
til the Indian had advanced to where 
he could manage his own affairs.

passed 
from Spanish hands into the M exi­ 
can realm in 1822 things began to 
change. The mission land 
vas rich 
and it was wanted. 


In 1834 the Act of Secularization 
closed the missions in California, the 
Franciscan was ousted and his In ­ 
dian ward was turned loose in a 
world with which he was not ready 
to cope. 


The result was eventual destruc­ 
tion of the M arin Indian, the dispos­ 
ing of large land grants and the 
birth of a new way of life that has 
never been equaled. It was the birth 
of an era called, ‘ Paradise.”

From the mountains falling off to 
narrow valleys to the grass covered 
plains. M arin wras wild, wide open 
and untamed. Then six men arrived 
in 
the 
1830s. 
took 
land, 
stocked 
ranchos and civilization 
was 
born. 


M arin began to progress. 


T H E OLD IN D IA N chief. M arin, 
the last of the w arriors died quietly 
in the Mission at San Rafael and was 
laid to rest in the church graveyard. 
The Mexican government closed the 
Missions, the Franciscan padres left 
the land they found and 
paradise’’ 
dawned in the eastern skies. 


The man who opened the eden of 
the Spanish-speaking pastoral 
was 
born in D ublin, Ireland. 


John Reed was only a boy when he 
jum ped ship in San Francisco Bay in 
1826. He was given quarters at San 
Francisco presidio. 


W H IL E O N an excursion across 
the harbor straits he saw land he 
coveted for his own, and when he 
was 21 petitioned the M exican gov­ 
ernor at M onterey to grant him the 
Rancho Saucelito. Reed was a man 
who wanted to get things done. Be­ 
fore the grant was approved he mov­ 
ed across the Bay and pitched camp. 


But the government said no to 
Reed’s request. The land was too 
valuable as a m ilita ry holding. A 
disappointed Reed packed his tilings 
and shoved o ff fo r the north. Again 
be set up camp and asked the gov­ 
ernm ent for a grant, this tim e in 
Sonoma County, but before the gov­ 


ernor could reply hostile Indians had 
driven Reed back to the Presidio. 


T H E H E A D O F T H E Mission Do- 
lores in San Francisco felt sorry for 
Reed and made him major-dom o at 
the San Rafael Mission, but six years 
later Reed was back on the Rancho 
Saucelito. again petitioning the gov­ 
ernm ent for the grant.

He plied his small boat back

JOURNAL FIRST PUBLISHED MARCH 23, 1861 
Newspaper For People O f Marin 


“To the people of the county of 
Marin this paper is most respectful­ 
ly dedicated . . 
On March 23. 1861. the Marin 
County Journal, first newspaper pub­ 
lished in Marin, hit the streets for 
the first time with the above dedi­ 
cation heading the editorial. 
Run off by hand, page at a time, 
on a Washington press, the weekly 
was distributed to anxious subscrib­ 
ers over a table in the dining room 
of the old San Rafael Hotel. The 
paper on which it was printed was 
manufactured at Taylor’s paper mill 
at Olema. 
The Journal’s founders visualized 
Marin’s news coverage on a county- 
wide basis rather than town by town. 
They had perception in recognizing 
the need for a newspaper in the 
frontier county that was growing, 
filling out and quickly finding a 
place in the sun. 


MEN OF COMMERCE needed the 
newspaper to advertise and were 


eager to buy space selling for “1 
square of 12 lines or less $2.00 for 
the first insertion, and $1.00 each 
insertion thereafter.” 
The people of Varin, the dons, 
American 
ranchers, 
storekeepers, 
woodchoppers, 
brickmakers, 
boat­ 
men were hungry for news and 
quickly gobbled up the four page, 
five column weekly. It sold to sub­ 
scribers for $5.00 a year; $3.00. six 
months; or $1.50. three months. 
(Roughly 10 cents a copy.) 
The Journal was dedicated by its 
founders to honest, accurate out­ 
spoken journalism. It was destined 
to meet many journalistic rivals, out­ 
live many publishers, and almost 80 
years later be merged with one of 
its 
biggest 
journalistic 
sparring 
partners, The San Rafael Indepen­ 
dent 
It recorded a county’s growth dur­ 
ing two centuries. It survived in a 
journalistic battlefield t h a t saw 
many go under, and today stands on 


the threshhold of its second century 
facing the future with the same pur­ 
pose the founders dedicated the Ma­ 
rin County Journal to 100 years ago: 


“THE JOURNAL will be indepen­ 
dent of clique, party or sect, doing 
justice to all. and favor to none. Its 
chief aim will be to encourage the 
development of the resources of the 
county . . . We shall contribute our 
advice and support to every laud­ 
able undertaking or measure that 
may be calculated to advance the 
prosperity of the community; and 
unhesitatingly oppose every scheme 
or project that we deam calculated 
to retard the progress of the county 
and the prosperity of its inhabitants 
. . . we hope to obtain a generous 
support in our endeavors, from what 
we shall perform rather than from 
what we promise.” 
The year 1861 was a big one. The 
township of Nicasio was formed 
along with the other new townships 
spreading across Marin; a man called 


Mmturn started a steamboat service 
running between Point San Quentin 
and San Francisco and the first pub­ 
lic school was started in San Rafael 
at the corner of Fourth and E 
Streets. 
Lord Charles Snowden Fairfax 
bought 45 acres of land west of San 
Rafael of what had been a portion 
of the old Rancho Canada de Herrera 
belonging to Don Domingo Sais; the 
ruins of the Old Mission were leveled 
by a carpenter who bought it for its 
lumber; the County’s first game laws 
were put into effect; a great fire 
swept up the slope of Mt. Tamal- 
pais and a shot fired at Fort Sumter 
in the Charleston harbor April 12 
plunged the United States into civ­ 
il war. 
News was breaking out like a 
measle rash everywhere; the found­ 
ers of the Marin County Journal 
could not have picked a better time 
to start setting their 150 pounds of 
type. News was their business and 
they knew it.

Business Born 
As Richardson 
Came To Land 


When an English whaler moored 
in the waters off the San Francisco 
Presidio in 1823, the young first 
mate was sent ashore to buy provi­ 
sions from the Mexican officials. 


When he arrived at the adobe out­ 
post he spotted a beautiful, young 
girl. She was the daughter of one of 
the most prominent early California 
families. The Englishman stayed at 
the outpost for dinner, an evening 
of fiesta and dancing. 


Before starling back for his ship 
early the next morning, young Wil­ 
liam Richardson glanced again at 
the blushing Maria Antonia Mar­ 
tinez and decided he wanted to slay 
at the Presidio. 
But how? He wTas an English offi­ 
cer and his conscience would not 
allow him to jump ship. 


HE SAT SADLY in the small boat 
as a Mexican crew rowed him to the 
waiting whaler. He was long past 
due. 
The captain, irate at having been 
kept in the raw, empty port by a 
wandering first mate berated the 
young Richardson as soon as he 
reached the ship. Words led to blows 
and Richardson downed the skipper. 
The captain ordered Richardson off. 
Richardson must have laughed to 
himself. This was exactly what he 
had wanted. 


THO YEARS LATER Richardson 
married Maria at the Mission Do­ 
lores in San Francisco. Later he 
built the first house in the pueblo 
that was to become the city of San 
Francisco, was the first man to chart 
the waters of the Bay, and in 1835 
was named chief of the port of Yerba 
Buena by the Mexican governor at 
Monterey. 
By 1836 Richardson had fallen in 
love aga.n. T his time with a sprawl­ 
ing piece of land. A wildly beautiful 
stretch jutting from the clear wa­ 
ters of the bay north of the harbor 
entrance. 


RICHARDSON ASKED the gov­ 
ernor for a grant to the 19,500-acre 
Rancho Saucelito but was told that 
it had already been given to Jose An­ 
tonio Galindo, the prior year. Ga­ 
lindo was destined to later become 
a corporal in the San Francisco mili­ 
tia and to fall out of favor with the 
Mexican government. The Saucelito 
grant was placed in Richardson's 
name in 1838. 
In 
1841, 
Indians 
climbed 
the 
Saucelito hills carting yellow adobe 
brick on their backs. They built 
Richardson’s first home on his Ma­ 
n n ranch overlooking the waters of 
the bay known to the Spaniards as 
Ensenada del Carmelito. 


RICHARDSON P R E D I C T E D a 
metropolis would grow on the sand 
dunes surrounding the San Fran­ 
cisco Presidio and was assured that 
his ranch one day would be a twin 
city across the straits. He tapped 
fresh running springs running down 
the steep hills, barreled it and sold 
the first water in San Francisco. 
Whale boats moored in the waters 
lapping at the shore of his ranch, 
also bought water from Richardson 
and fresh beef from him and other 
Marin ranchers. 


BUSINESS WAS BORN in this 
wild land that only a few years be­ 
fore had been Indian 
h u n t i n g 
grounds. 


The 
bay was called “Whaler’s 
Bay” by the visiting seamen, but be­ 
fore the second cinch of progress 
was tightened, the same waters were 
known around the w o r l d by the 
narne °f the man who opened Ma­ 
rin’s first embarcadero: 
Richard­ 
son’s Bay. 


IN 1852— Richardson's Rancho Saucelito was the so­ 
cial mecca of the Bay Area. During the American 
military occupation of the 1840s many a young offi­ 
cer including William Tecumseh Sherman courted 
Richardson's young daughter, Mariana. But the high 


spirited senorita, called tne “most beautiful girl in 
California” by her admirers spurned their proposals 
whipped the United States Rifle Team in a shooting 
match and married a Peruvian, Manuel Torres (Ma­ 
n n County Historical Society)

First Publisher's Life 


Filled With Service 
To Country, Fellowmen 


A father and son founded Marin's 
first newspaper. 
Ai Barney, the father, was 45 when 
he arrived at Reed's Rancho in No­ 
vember. 1849. He was a well-spoken, 
well-educated Easterner who had ar­ 
rived in San Francisco two months 
earlier as the vice president of the 
Baltimore and Frederick Trading 
and Mining Co. out of Maryland. 
Thirty men had each invested $1,- 
000 in the company, purchased cloth­ 
ing and machinery shipped it around 
the horn to San Francisco and a few’ 
months later in April boarded the 
schooner, Creole, headed for the 
Isthmus of Panama. There the men 
chartered the brig Corbiene and ar­ 
rived in San Francisco Sept. 10. 
San Francisco was a grim patch­ 
work of shabby tents, clapboard 
buildings and gawdy gambling halls. 
Red-shirted Americans headed for 
the mines, velvet-dressed dons sit­ 
ting silver mounted saddles, silk- 
robed wanderers from ports of call 
in the Far East mingled in the make­ 
shift streets. The gamhling halls 
overspilled their miner customers 
into the muddy streets. 


THE GOLD FEVER burned in all 
m en’s eyes, contagious, consuming. 
Barney and his companions pitch­ 
ed camp at Dupont and Washington 
Streets, sent for their supplies and 
almost immediately started search­ 
ing for tim berland to set up a saw­ 
mill. These were businessmen, and 
they realized that a boom town need­ 
ed lumber. 
They found their timber. It was 
on the Reed Rancho at Corte Ma­ 
dera del Presidio. They renovated 
the mill Reed had originally set up 


in his forest, installed a gang of 15 
upright saws and went into business. 
Five months later they were out of 
business selling their equipment to 
B. R. Buckelew. 
Barney headed for the Stockton 
area where he mined for six months 
before returning to San Francisco 
in September. He headed north, 
across the Golden Gate, into Marin 
and settled in San Rafael in the be­ 
ginning of 1850. 


FO l’R MONTHS after Dr. Shorb 
was elected County Judge he resign­ 
ed and the governor appointed the 
clear-thinking Barney to succeed 
him. Barney served in that capacity 
for seven years winning a reputation 
of an “impartial judge” before re­ 
signing to open a butcher shop in 
1858 on the east side of C Street be­ 
tween Third and Fourth Streets. His 
partner in this venture was another 
easterner, Elisha DuBois. 
By the time Barney reached the 
Pacific Coast his life had already 
been crammed with public service. 
He was 
justice 
of the 
peace 
in Frederick City. Md., for 10 years 
from 1832 to 1842 and was elected 
county surveyor in 1844. a position 
he resigned to head west. Barney 
was born in Genoa. N.Y.. and moved 
to Niagara County with his parents 
as a small bov. He had m astered 
Greek and Latin as a young man, 
was a school m aster in Niagara 
County at 19, and had studied medi­ 
cine before he was 28. 
His eyes were a clear penetrating 
blue. He had a taste for adventure 
and sound judgment. A fter a few 
years in the meat business the elder 
Barney was ready to join his ambi­ 
tious son in a new venture.

The 
hide 
and tallow 
business 
quivered to life in the West. 


Rafael Garcia who had come to 
Marin as a young soldier stationed at 
the Mission in 1817 was given a 30,- 
000-acre grant running along the 
Inverness Ridge overlooking the Pa­ 
cific Ocean. 


Garcia almost single handedly put 
down an Indian uprising in San Ra­ 
fael in 1824, and 10 years later the 
grateful Mexican government paid 
its 
reward. 
Garcia 
immediately 
moved his family to his new rancho, 
to a site that is now near Olema. 
The first family to settle the wild 
land had arrived. 


A FEW YEARS LATER Garcia 
gave the 8.920-acre R a n c h o L a s 
Baulinas to his brother-in-law Gre­ 
gorio Briones, former alcalde of Con­ 
tra Costa and San Mateo, keeping 
the larger Baulines de Tomales for 
himself. 


The two dons, dressed in their 
velvet coats and rich serapes insti­ 
tuted a flourishing business. 


Their Spanish long horns were 
slaughtered in the fall for the tal­ 
low. The vaqueros galloped their 
wild, vicious looking horses into the 
middle of the herd, selected the ani­ 
mals to be used and stabbed them to 
death with long lances. Indian help­ 
ers stripped the suet f r o m the 
carcasses and placed it in large 
blubber pots brought to the ranchos 
by visiting American whale boats. 
Later the tallow' would be poured 
into large bags made from strips of 
the animal's hide. Each bag held 25 
pounds of tallow'. 


THE HIDE BAGS were floated to 
waiting cargo ships anchored off the 
Bolinas coast. 


Prior to 1840 Garcia had pioneer­ 
ed farming on his rancho. He or­ 
dered potatoes planted, and when 
the crop came up had it stored in 
sacks on a cliff near Wild Cat Beach. 
But before the potatoes could be 
picked up by the trading schooners, 
a land storm sliced away the cliff 
dumping the potatoes into the ocean. 
That was the end of farming on the 
rancho and Garcia happily returned 
to the profitable hide and tallow 
trade. 


Another Army man, Ignacio Pa­ 
checo, whose family had arrived in 
Upper California with the D’Anza 
expedition in 1776 was given a 6,660 
acre grant he called Rancho San 
Jose in honor of his birthplace. Later 
it became the site of the present 
town of Ignacio. 


ANOTHER 
SPANISH 
speaking 
pioneer Don Antonio Osio received 
x\ngel Island as a grant. He stocked 
the island with cattle and sheep and 
placed it under the management of 
a majordomo. 


Large grants began to mark off 
the wilderness. Paradise was staked 
out. To the east, west, north and 
south, long horns grazed, adobe ha­ 
ciendas were built by Indian labor­ 
ers, vaqueros rode stallions over the 
hills, and guitars strummed at fiesta 
time.

Timoteo Murphy Befriended Indians, 


Constructed San Rafael's First House 


'He was a hunter, one of the best, 
when the governor gave him a mam­ 
moth land grant. Later as a land bar­ 
on. he built the first home in San Ra- 
fael, was appointed alcalde (mayor), 
befriended the Indian and spoke his 
Spanish in an Irish brogue. 
Timoteo Murphy was a giant of a 
man, standing six foot, two inches; 
his bones were large and he weighed 
more than 200 pounds. His stance 
was straight, complexion fair. 
Ml RPH\ S SENSE of h u m o r 
made him legendary among the Cali- 


fornians. Sitting at the head of his 
massive dining room table he told 
visiting Spanish rancheros hair-rais­ 
ing tales of the banshees in Ireland 
or patted his own huge frame that 
towered over the shorter, thinner 
visitors, and roared that in Wexford 
he was considered a mite of a man. 
He roamed the land, rifle over 
his shoulder. He was a hunter and 
sportsman who had arrived in Cali­ 
fornia in 1828 when he was 28 years 
old. He had left his Irish homeland 
to take a job with an English firm 
in Lima, Peru and was sent to Mon­ 
terey by Hartnell and Co. to super­ 
intend exporting of beef from the 
port. 
Later he made a living trapping 
coastal otter. 
in 1837, the Mexican governor ap­ 
pointed the hunter Indian agent for 
the 1.400 Indians living in the Marin 
area. Murphy was a good provider 


for the people who had been mis­ 
treated and knocked 
from 
pillar 
and post since the Mission had been 
closed five years earlier. 
He secured a 57,000-acre l a n d 
grant for his wards in the Nicasio 
Valley and turned it into a flourish­ 
ing rancheria called Tinicasia. 
In 
1844, Murphy was given a 22.000- 
acre grant for himself by a grateful 
Mexican government. Called Rancho 
San Pedro, Santa Margarita and Las 
Gallinas it extended f r o m t h e 
Rancho Nicasio on the west to the 
San Pablo Bay on the east. 
Don Timoteo Murphy stocked his 
ranch with blooded cattle, merino 
sheep, pedigreed swine and big­ 
boned horses to support his bulky 
body. He successfully managed In­ 
dian affairs until the American oc­ 
cupation in the 1840s, was appointed 
alcalde in 1844 and built the first 
hacienda in San Rafael. 


HEIR ro RAM HOS— The lands 
of San Pedro, Santa Margarita 
and I^as Gallinas went to Timo­ 
teo Murphy’s young Irish-born 
nephew, John Lucas. Murphy, 
who never married, brought his 
brother, Mathew and a sister’s 
bey, young Lucas to his Marin 
rancho from Ireland in 1849 
When the 52-year-old Don died 
unexpectedly three years later 
he willed his northern ranch 
lands to Lucas and the southern 
portion to his brother.

Jerome Barney 
Learned To Set 
Type Early 


One of Ai Barney’s nine children, 
Jerome, followed his father to San 
Rafael in 1853. He was 19. 
Jerome had been born in Freder­ 
ick, Md., where he learned to set 
type as a boy. 
He was apprenticed on newspa­ 
pers in Washington, D. C. and Bal­ 
timore and as soon as he had the 
fare headed West to join his father. 
Jerome was a small, short man 
who soon gained a reputation for his 
persistence, outspoken tongue and 
generosity. His father gave him a 
job in the meat business, but the 
butcher counter wasn’t for young 
Jerome. 


HE ITC HED TO get back to print­ 
ing, and finally in 1861 persuaded 
his father to join him as a silent 
partner in the publication of the 
county’s first newspaper. 
The Barneys and a young appren­ 
tice whom Jerome fed, clothed and 
housed in return for his work, board­ 
ed in a small, yellow rooming house 
on the east side of the hill belonging 
to a southern woman by the name 
of Mrs. Sheppard. 
Besides the elder Barney’s butcher 
shop there was in San Rafael in the 
winter of 1861 a blacksmith shop, 
two livery stables, two saloons, two 
hotels and a dozen or so private 
homes. 
The Barneys and their young help­ 
er soon moved their printing office 
to a newly constructed building ad­ 
joining the Marin Hotel on Fourth 
Street between B and C Streets. 
Here on the upper floor of the build­ 
ing the three men cooked, ate, slept 
and printed the Journal for many 
years. 
The paper caught on and began to 
grow. At first the Pony Express news 
was published in both English and 
Spanish, but gradually the Spanish 
faded away. 


FOR THEIR EIGHTH anniversary 
in 1869, the Barneys enlarged the 
five column spread of the Journal to 
six full columns and two years later 
on April 3, 1871, brought the num­ 
ber of columns up to seven in honor 
of the Journal’s 10th anniversary. 
The newspaper was now safely hous­ 
ed in its own building on Fourth 
Street, the pages were crammed with 
advertising and then an editorial 
printed Oct. 5, 1872 announced that 
the Journal had been sold. 
Jerome Barney planned on taking 
a vacation and later entering the 
local political arena. But in less than 
four years the young man who had 
nurtured the dream of a Marin 
County newspaper, and made this 
dream a reality, was dead at the age 
of 42. 


Barstow Bought Journal, New Era Started 


When Simon Fitch Barstow bought 
the Journal from its founders in the 
early 1870s the pulse of the county 
had begun to quicken. 
The dairy industry was booming, 
millionaires were migrating to Ma­ 
rin and the first railroad ties were 
being strung across the county. 
But one facet of the paper rem ain­ 
ed what it had been from the begin­ 
ning: strongly Union. After the out­ 
break of the Civil War the Journal 
went to the side of Lincoln and the 
Union. 


MANY SOUTHERNERS had set­ 
tled in the area, and although Cali­ 
fornia officially was northern there 


were many Confederate sympathiz­ 
ers living in the Bay Area and Marin. 
A fter the close of the war, the 
Journal went on supporting the Un­ 
ion political ticket (later the Repub­ 
lican party) and Barstow on taking 
over the publisher’s seat in 1870 
promised his readers he would boost 
Union candidate Ulysses S. Grant 
for president. 
Barstow was a hardened, exper­ 
ienced newsman who learned the 
business in the roughest, rawest days 
California journalists ever knew; 
when editors and reporters had to be 
as ready with their fists or handy 
with a gun as they were with a piece 
of type. 


He arrived in San Francisco in 
1854 when he was 22 years. Bars­ 
tow was born in Hartford, Conn., 
learned the hardware business in an 
uncle’s store, and decided to become 
an apprentice printer. His first job 
in his chosen profession was on the 
Chautaugua County Journal in New 
York. 
WHEN HE LANDED in San Fran­ 
cisco, Barstow was hired by James 
King of William to work on his new­ 
ly founded Evening Bulletin. King 
of William had organized his paper 
as crusade against the underworld’s 
control of city politics. 
He was 
gunned down and killed by one of 
the men he was attacking. 


The slayer was tried and hung by 
the vigilantes led by William Tell 
Coleman who later became a lead­ 
ing developer of San Rafael. 
In 1857 Barstow landed a job with 
the California Alta where he stayed 
for the next 11 years. In 1871, he 
moved to Tulare County where he 
worked on the Visalia Delta for one 
year before buying the Marin County 
Journal from the Barneys. 
When Barstow became editor and 
publisher of the Journal, the county 
was facing a turn in the road, and 
Marin’s first newspaper was about 
to meet competition for the first 
time. 
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JOURNAL'S PAPER MANUFACTURED HERE — 
The paper for many early California newspapers in­ 
cluding the Marin County Journal was manufac­ 
tured at the paper mill founded by Samuel Penfield 
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Taylor in Marin on the banks of Daniels Creek in 
1856. (The Creek later took the name Paper Mill 
Creek.) Chinese in San Francisco gathered rags to 
make the paper. (First published Marin County Jour­ 
nal 1889)

In Forties Men Poured Over Sierra; 


Marin Was Site Of Bear Flag Fight 


The eighteen-forties were furious. 
Men 
mourned the 
Sierra 
and 
spilled over into California. 
The 
easy carefree life was beginning to 
fade. 
On June 23, 1846, a dark haired, 
ruddy-eomplexioned man, galloped 
into the northern end of Marin at 
the head of a band of 18 roughly 
dressed men. Lt. Henry L. Ford, of 
the Bear Flag movement, had been 
chasing a small group of Californi­ 
ans from Santa Rosa. 
He led his men into the frontyard 
of the Rancho Olompali, owned by 
the Indian Camilo Ynitia, and made 
a fast moving charge at the horse 
corrals, just north of present day 
Novato. 


MEN POURED from the house 
and sprang from behind the trees 
surprising the attacking Americans. 
Ford ordered his men to dismount 
and scramble for cover behind trees. 
The California forces of Joaquin de 
la Torre and Juan N. Padilla, ran 
for their horses. 
The Americans let go a volley of 
fire at the mounted California force 
driving the horsemen back. Soon 
the Californians were seen galloping 
over the hills into San Rafael leav­ 
ing their dead behind. 
In the previous week the Mexican 
military commandant at Sonoma, 
Col. Mariano Vallejo, 
had been 


seized by a small group of men 
dressed in greasy hunting clothes. 
T hese men declared California an 
independent state, lowered the Mex­ 
ican colors and hoisted the bear flag 
of the California republic. 


TEN DAYS LATER after hearing 
of Ford’s victory at the Rancho 
Olompali, a small, handsome U.S. 
Army officer, John Charles Fremont 
rode into Marin at the head of a 
band of 160 men At his elbow rode 
the famous buckskin dressed moun­ 
tain man. Kit Carson. 
Fremont had come to join in the 
search for Padilla and de la Torre. 
Meanwhile, after hoaxing the Ameri­ 
can forces, the California counter 
revolutionaries slipped across 
the 
bay with the help of the Richardson 
family at the Rancho Saucelito and 
an infuriated Fremont who set up 
camp at the Mission ruins in San 
Rafael. 
Fremont forced Don Timoteo 
Murphy to provide fresh horses, and 
secured more mounts from Richard­ 
son. Fremont, ostensibly in Califor­ 
nia on a map-making venture, de­ 
clared himself the leader of the Bear 
Flag movement 
shortly 
after the 
capture of Vallejo. 


LATER THREE well-dressed Cali­ 
fornians stepped from a boat at the 
creek within view of the Mission. 
Fremont blandly told Carson that he 


did not want to be bother with pris­ 
oners. It has been said Carson ap­ 
proached the Californians, drew' his 
gun and fired. Lying face down in 
the dirt dead were three of the most 
prominent and best loved men in 
California: the aged Don Berryessa 
and his two 21-year-old nephews, the 
De Haro twins, sons of San Fran­ 
cisco’s alcalde. 
The Californians nursed a lifetime 
grudge against Fremont for those 
killings. 
On July 9. 1846, the American flag 
was raised in the public square at 
Verba Buena and on Aug. 12 word 
reached California that Mexico and 
the United States were at war. 


FIVE 
MONTHS 
later after 
a 
bloody fight, Mexico capitulated and 
California became a United States 
territory. In 1848, the same year 
gold was discovered at Sutter’s Mill, 
the treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo ufas 
signed annexing California to the 
United States. 
But Fremont left another mark 
on Marin and the surrounding Bay 
Area. Looking down on the harbor 
entrance coursing between Lime 
and Fort Points he uttered the name 
that was going to stick: The Golden 
Gate. 
Three years later this gateway be­ 
came one of the busiest bodies of 
water m the world when gold was 
discovered hidden in the Sierra.

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Fortunes For 
Ranchers In 
'49 Gold Rush 


The hoarse cry “Gold!” became a 
battlesong as lusting, fevered men 
poured into the 
pastoral 
country 
searching out the yellow metal bur­ 
ied in the bowels of the Sierra. 


The men thirsted for gold but 
hungered for meat. 


MARIN 
RANCHEROS 
amassed 
fortunes selling their long horns to 
the hungry miners. 


Don Timoteo Murphy and the 
young grandson of Paul Revere who 
settled in San Gerónimo during the 
1840‘s led a party of 30 rancheros, 
their Indian servants, 100 horses 
and 200 head of cattle to the Sierra 
gold tields in 1849. The cattle in­ 
dustry was born in Marin and San 
Rafael was on its way to becoming 
a “cow town.” 


But the cry “gold" grew fainter as 
men died in the fields and the pay 
dirt trickled out. 
Many wandered 
back across the Sierra or staggered 
into San Francisco to book passage 
for home. Others remembered the 
land they had seen on the way to the 
gold fields and decided to stav to 
settle. 


SOME OPTIMISTIC settlers even 
to mine gold in Marin in the 
Nicasio and San Gerónimo valleys 
during the 70s but when they didn't 
hit pay dirt they turned to ranching, 
(hgging their heels jnto the abun­ 
dant earth. 


A new era was born. The quiet 
v a s shattered by the graveled sound 
of crude wagon wheels and the splin­ 
tering of failing timber. 


J O B. SHORT ARRIVED in San 
Rafael, from Kentucky, in 1847 
with his mother, Mrs. Merriner 
and a brother, Jacob Short. 
They built the second house on 
the Court House block. At first 
the brothers repaired the old 
buildings of the Mission San Ra­ 
fael and ran cattle in San An- 
selmo and the Nicasio Valley. 
J O B. later owned a large sub­ 
division 
in 
the 
southwestern 
end of San Rafael. (Marin Coun­ 
ty Historical Society) 


BERNARD MILLER'S WI F E , 
Emma Senter, came from Santa 
Clara County. The young Mil­ 
lers settled in the Nicasio Val­ 
ley and became the parents of 
three daughters.

Men poured into the peaceful land. 
Some came as soldiers in the Mex­ 
ican War; others chased the scent of 
gold across the continent or oceans. 
Others were just young men trying 
to grab adventure by the tail. 


Forests fell away before the eyes 
of these men. Sweat stained their 
red flannel shirts and callouses lined 
the palms of their sunburned hands. 


TREES WERE CUT, rolled, drag­ 
ged, bv straining ox teams over the 
pyramiding ridges running from Pt. 
Reyes to Olema to the Bolinas Har­ 
bor. The logs were loaded aboard 
schooners, shipped to San Francisco 
where a shanty town of tents and 
clapboard buildings began to grow 
into a city on the lumber torn from 
the Mann countryside. 


Other woodsmen stripped redwood 
from the slopes of Tamalpais and 
the hills of Mill Valley and the flats 
of Corte Madera. 
These logs were 
shipped to San Francisco on the 
small boats that plied the navigable 
creeks criss-crossing the land. Red­ 
woods were piled high on the pier 
at Ross’ Landing (now the College 
of Marin site) waiting for the small 
barges to bring them to the boom­ 
ing San Francisco dock. 


H E R D S OF LONGHORN were 
chased over the hills by hard-riding, 
Spanish . speaking vaqueros. 
The 
herds were driven from the hills 
down into the basin and through the 
main street of San Rafael. 
(Now 
Fourth Street.) The thundering an­ 
imals 
dug up screens of 
brown 
smoke with their sharp hooves, but 
the vaqueros drove them on to the 
slaughter house on the shore of the 
San Rafael Creek. 


The beef was shipped from San 
Rafael four times weekly on Capt. 
Higgins old sloop “Boston.” The Ma­ 
rin Ranchero was making a profit 
supplying the brawling city across 
the Bay with meat: a steer sold from 
$25 up. At least 100 head passed 
through San Rafael on the way to 
the slaughter house every week.

WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy’s education program, 
presented to Congress last 
week, is running full blast 
into the emotio-n-ridden con­ 
troversy over federal aid to 
parochial schools. 
Participants on all sides of 
the issue base their arguments 
on what they believe the Con­ 
stitution allows or forbids. 
The 
President’s 
program 
calls for grants to public ele­ 
mentary and s e c o n d a r y 
schools, 
but 
omits 
either 
grants or loans for parochial 
schools. The President has 
said “aid” to parochial schools 
is 
clearly 
unconstitutional. 
However, Kennedy is request­ 
ing low-interest loans, for con­ 
struction of classrooms, to 
both public and private, sec­ 
tarian colleges. His proposed 
college scholarship program 
would make grants to both 
the student and his college, 
public or private. 


LEADING A M E R I C A N 
Catholics say they will oppose 
the program if it does not in­ 
clude 
loans 
to 
parochial 
schools. While not asking for 
grants, the Catholic hierarchy 
says long-term, low-interest 
loans would be “strictly with­ 
in the framework of the Con­ 
stitution” and discriminatory 
not to provide them. 
Since 1950, the government 
has granted long-term, low-in­ 
terest loans to public and pri­ 
vate colleges for dormitory 
construction. 
Sectarian col­ 
leges — and most non-public 
colleges do have a sectarian 
basis—may receive the loans, 
but colleges whose main pur­ 
pose is the teaching of relig­ 
ion, such as theological semi­ 
naries, may not. The adminis­ 
tration’s 
college 
classroom 
plan works the same way. 
Money for the education of 
a veteran under the GI Bill 
was given to the school, and 
veterans were free to choose 
any school, including a re­ 
ligious seminary. 


UNDER 
TWO 
programs, 
the government aids paroch­ 
ial elementary and secondary 
schools. 
The National Defense Edu­ 
cation Act, passed by Con­ 
gress in 1958, authorized loans 
to private elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools for the pur­ 
chase of equipment to im­ 


prove the teaching of science 
and m a t h e m a t i c s . Public 
schools were given grants for 
1 his purpose. 
The National School Lunch 
Act grants money to the 
states for the purchase of 
food for non-profit lunches 
in public and private schools. 
None of these programs 
has been challenged in the 
courts on the church-state is­ 
sue and there has been al­ 
most no controversy about 
them on the religious issue. 
What Supreme Court deci­ 
sions there are on the issue 
of the use of public funds for 
aid to religious schools were 
based on state laws. Although 
the justices often went be­ 
yond the immediate case to 
offer general opinions about 
the intent of the First Amend­ 
ment, their decisions offer no 
clear guidelines on how the 
Court would rule on both ex­ 
isting and proposed federal 
programs. 


AN AMENDMENT for loans 
to private schools was reject­ 
ed by the Senate last year by 
a 37-49 roll-call vote. In the 
House, where the issue is con­ 
sidered explosive enough to 
kill a general education bill,

Born 
Massachusetts in 1820, Easkoot went to sea at the age of 9. Three ye 
later he severely burned his face and hands losing several fingers, 
arrived in San Francisco in 1851 to take charge of the ship Asa Pad 
but was unable to after being stricken with a fever. (Mrs. James Jenki

On Sept. 16, 1850, Marin County 
felt the first slice of the dividing 
knife as f o u r settlements were 
carved out of its flank. Sborb, Black 
and Milewater shaped Sausalito from 
the Richardson Rancho, Novato from 
the area north of the county seat and 
Bolinas from the Briones Rancho in 
the west. 
Two surveyors were called in (o 
lay out the town of San Rafael. Lots 
were squared off at 300 feet. 
ON OCT. 18, the Oregon, a side- 
wheel steamer churned through the 
Golden Gate. Her bells were ringing 
a n d 
streamers 
fluttered 
f r o m 
her mast. One read: California ad­ 
mitted. 
On Sept. 9, President Millard Fill- 
more had signed the gold-rich terri­ 
tory into the Union breaking the 
deadlock between free and slave 
states by making California the 16th 
free state. 
THREE YEARS later the Court of 
Sessions led by Ai Barney estab­ 
lished the towns of Tomales and 
Point Reyes and in 1855 formed new 
boundaries for San Rafael, Corte 
Madera, Sausalito, Novato, San An­ 
tonio, Tomales, Point Reyes and Bo­ 
linas. 
In 1852 the legislature organized 
the first board of supervisors, and in 
Decem ber T. F. Peck was elected 
chairman and W. T. Whittlesey and 
H. S. Baechtel supervisors. The su­ 
pervisors and court of sessions op­ 
erated together for three years until 
the legislature abolished the latter 
and set up a list of powers for the 
supervisors. Local government was 
coming of age. 


BARNEY AS JUDGE—Ai Barn­ 
ey was appointed Marin Coun­ 
ty judge * by the governor in 
1850 to replace Dr. Shorb who 
resigned four months after tak­ 
ing office. Barney was re-elect­ 
ed and held the office for seven 
years. He arrived in the Coun­ 
ty in 1849 as a member of the 
Baltimore and Frederick Min­ 
ing and Trading Co. out of 
Maryland.

County Named 


For Indian Chief 


The boundaries were m arked off. 
A county was carved out of the land 
at the first m eeting of the legisla­ 
ture in Monterey three months af­ 
te r the November election. 


They named the County Marin af­ 
te r the Indian chief who w arred 
against the Spanish leather jackets 
in the early 1800\s and placed the 
seat of justice at the site of the old 
Spanish mission. 


IN 18o0 MARIN was prosperous. 
Yankee, southerner Spaniard. Irish­ 
man. Scotsman mingled in the m elt­ 
ing pot; Marin was m aturing A m eri­ 
can. 


They organized a Court of Ses­ 
sions to minister local governm ent at 
San Rafael and on July 22 Dr. James 
A. Shorb recently arrived Yankee 
who had landed in Marin as part of 
the Baltimore and Frederick Co. of 
Maryland was elected county judge. 
Oidtimers James Black and another 
newcom er George M ilewater were 
elected associate justices. 


Black. Scot born hunter and cattle 
raiser, arrived in California in 1832 
aboard 
an 
English 
trading 
ship. 
When the boat reached Monterey the 
25-year-old sailor was put ashore 
with a severe case of typhoid fever. 
But Juan Cooper, the American 
born brother-in-law of Mariano Val­ 
lejo, a leading Californian, took the 
young Scotsman in and cured him. 
Black met another Scotsman, Ed- 
w*.rd McIntosh in Monterey and de­ 
cided to join him in a hunting and 
trapping venture in the north. The 
young men lived at the adobe Pre­ 
sidio at Yerba Buena in 1833 and 
Black, Murphy, Reed and Vallejo 
became close friends. 


WHEN VALLEJO was made mili­ 
tary commandant of California in 
1835 he secured a land grant for his 
Scot friends close to the Russian 
border at Fort Ross. A few years 
later Black swapped 
his Sonoma 
holdings for a piece of the Rancho 
Nicasio in Marin. 


The three members of the court 
of sessions ordered the newly elect­ 
ed Sheriff, S. S. Baechtel, to build a 
log jail and find them a place to 
meet. Vendors were told they must 
obtain licenses to peddle their goods.

Gen. Ben­ 
nett Riley called a convention in 
Monterey in the fall of 1849 after 
Congress closed its doors without 
doing anything about the new terri­ 
tory of California.

'1 he session lasted a painful six 
weeks with em barrassing pauses as 
harried representatives and assist­ 
ants m ade desperate searches for 
reference books.

1st Nicasio Mills 


Erected In 1852 


In 1852 Noah Corey built the first 
house in Nicasio and with his broth­ 
er, Hiram, opened the firs* saw mill 
in the Nicasio Valley. T here w ere 
large forests of redwood and oak. 


But in a few years forests had dis­ 
appeared and pasture land had taken 
their place. 


A year after the Coreys landed in 
Nicasio, William Butterfield and Wil­ 
liam Dampier put up a house south 
of town and started a stock business. 
The valley began to fill. 


Nicasio is the geographical heart 
of Marin and the early settlers felt 
that it should be the county seat 
ra th e r than San Rafael. 


Ten years after the Corey brothers 
built their saw mill in Nicasio. Jam es 
Dixon and Jam es Ross opened an ­ 
other mill, one and a half miles east 
of town. The mill turned out 15.000 
feet of lum ber a day and ran for 
three years until Dixon bought out 
Ross interest and moved th e mill to 
Fort Ross. 


Isaac Shaver and Jonathan Mitch- 
ner opened a third mill, one and 1 
half miles southeast of the town in 
1866. turning out 20.000 feet of lum- 
her a day. This mill was closed in 
1872 when the m achinery was moved 
to San Rafael and installed in a plan­ 
ning mill.

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Here Are Histories Of 
The Most Important 
Early Grants Of Land 


RANCHO PIWTA DE LOS REYES 
— The 8.878-acre grant was given to 
James R. Berry, an Irishman, on 
March 17. 1836, by Gov. Gutierrez. 
Berry later sold his ranchp to Joseph 
F. Snook an Englishman who in 1840 
transported, 
25 captive Americans 
from Yerba Buena and Monterey to 
San Bias in his boat the “Joven 
Guipuzcoana. 
The Americans had 
been expelled from California by the 
governor who suspected an upris­ 
ing and revolution was in the mak­ 
ing. 


Two years later Snook's bark was 
taken prisoner by two American war 
ships in the port of Monterey. It is 
doubtful if the seafaring Snook ever 
lived on his Marin rancho. In 1843, 
the rancho passed into the hands of 
Antonio 
Maria 
Osio. 
well-known 
Mexican official, and ow ner of Angel 
Island. 
Osio lived in Don Timoteo 
Murphy's hacienda in San Rafael 
when in Marin. He never occupied 
his western Marin ranch. Later he 
returned to his home in lower Cali­ 
fornia and wrote a history of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Osio s ranch and the Rancho Punta 
de los Reyes 
Sobrante 
(leftovers) 
were granted to 
Andrew 
Randall 
" h o had arrived in California as a 
gunner on the U.S.S. Portsmouth. 
The two ranchos were patented, to­ 
taling 57.000.98 acres in 1860. 
The 
ranchos next passed into the hands 
of Justice Oscar L. Shafter. Judge 
.Tames McMillan Shafter and Charles 
Webb Howard who opened the area 
as a dairying section and leased out 
the land. 


RANCHO PUNTA DE QUENTIN 
- 
1 his ranch bordered on the east 
by the waters of San Pablo Bay on 
the south by what is now Larkspur, 
on the north by San Anselmo and to 
the west by a ridge of mountains 
north of Tamalpais, was granted in 
1840 to Juan Bautiste Cooper, broth­ 
er in law’ of Gen. Mariano Vallejo. 
It was soon acquired by Benjamin R. 
Buckelew. Buckelew one time edi­ 
tor and publisher of the San Francis­ 
co 
newspaper 
the 
“C alifornian” 
died in 1859 at 37. 
The ranch was bought in 1859 by 
Trish-born James Itoss who had come 
to San Francisco by way of Austra­ 
lia. 
He opened an import business 
in the boom town across the bay 
and also owned a fleet of river boats 


that traded along the Sacramento 
River. 
He was a man of medium 
size, and a great lover of music and 
fast horses. 
The pioneers of Ross 
Valley originally bought their land 
from this quiet spoken man whose 
name has become an indelible mark 
on Marin. 


RANCHO CANADA DE HERRERA 
— The 6.658 acre ranch that today is 
part of San Anselmo and Fairfax 
was granted to Domingo Sais in 1839 
by the Mexican governor. Sais had 
served a two-year term as elector 
and 
r e g i d o r 
of San Francisco. 
The first parceling of this ranch 
covering the hills and valleys occur­ 
red in 1849 when 40 acres by the 
banks of a clear flowing stream were 
given to Dr. A. W. Taliaferro who 
had arrived in Marin as a m em ber 
of a mining company and who was 
to become the first physician for 
San Quentin. 


Later Taliaferro in turn gave his 
land to his close friend Lord Charles 
Fairfax, descendent of the English 
barons of Fairfax and former resi­ 
dent of Fairfax County in Virginia. 
Loid Fairfax had married the niece 
of I S. Sen. John C. Calhoun, and 
his home became one of the social 
and political meceas of early Cali­ 
fornia. His land was soon known by 
his name. 
The Fairfax home was 
located near the old railroad station 
of F airfax and Manor. 


RANCHO de NOVATO — This 
ranch reaching to Black Point and 
the San Pablo Bay on the northwest 
and was given to Fernando Felis in 
1839. Later the rancho was owned 
jointly by Frederick Billings, James 
R. Bolton and Henry Halleck. Archi­ 
bald Peachy bought the rancho after 
1850.

George was 12. 
As soon as he arrived in 
San Jose he went to work in 
the family eating place. It had 
been established by his grand- 
uncle in 1869 and was called 
Overland Restaurant. In 1908 
the restaurant was renamed 
Zaro’s. George recalls that it 
was there he learned the busi­ 
ness the hard way. 
“When I was learning to 
mix drinks I got some hard 
lessons. Just a pinch of bit­ 
ters more than should go in 
a drink and my uncle would 
raise my ear no m atter who 
was watching. 1 learned that 
1 had to do things right, or 
not at all.” 


ZARO MUST have learned 
because wrhen he was 16 his 
uncle would take business or 
fishing trips for weeks at a 
time and leave the responsi­ 
bility of the restaurant in 
young George's care. This in­ 
cluded a staff of 18 waiters 
and six cooks. 
George Zaro inherited his 
business ability and energy 
from his father, Anthony, who 
was a wine merchant in Dal­ 
matia. A wine merchant would 
buy wines from the peasants 
in the country and sell it to 
buyers in the cities. It was 
carried in the 1800s in sheep­ 
skin bags and poured into the 
barrels of buyers. Anthony 
Zaro traveled much. He was 
a friendly and gracious man

George Zaro will be 70 in 
two months, lives in Green- 
brae and was born on an is­ 
land in the Adriatic Sea. He 
had a priest cousin who was 
shot down in front of his par­ 
ish by Communist Party ag­ 
ents, and an uncle who was 
exiled from Yugoslavia for 
running up an American flag 
over his home on the Fourth 
of July. 


George Zaro has been a 
restaurateur since he was 12. 
He speaks five languages, was 
a soidier, has more than 600 
relatives in San Jose, and in 
1945 he saved his wdfe and 
himself from an inferno that 
leveled his own nightclub. In 
that decade he bought some 
49 acres of land, most of 
which was under Richardson 
Bay. He is now’ lessor of Sa- 
bella’s restaurant on some of 
that once wet property and 
plans to develop the rest of 
the land—most of which is 
now dry—into a multi-million 
dollar waterfront apartm ent 
project. 


GEORGE ZARO’S story be­ 
gins in Southeast Yugoslavia, 
a region along the Adriatic 
coast where the Dinaric Alps 
taper off to form the ancient 
province of Dalmatia. The 
region is known for its open, 
friendly people, its ports, fish­ 
ing villages, olive groves and 
small off-shore island chain 
where the sun is extra bright 
in the summer, and the wind 
in the w inter from the Ad­ 
riatic and Ionian seas is pierc­ 
ing. 
On the largest of these is­ 
lands, Brae, in a town called 
Bobo visee, George Zaro was 
born. The day was April 11, 
1892, 14 years after Yugosla­ 
via (then Serbia) gamed its 
independence from Turkey by 
the Treaty of Berlin, and 20 
years before the Austrian gov­ 
ernm ent forced war on Serbia 
and brought on World War I. 
But by 1914 Zaro had been 
a resident of the United States

two 
dramatic 
events are related to his fam­ 
ily in Europe. July 4, 1889, 
uncle Steve was visiting the 
Zaro home after he had been 
in America. It was the Fourth, 
so his uncle flew an American 
flag from the top of the fam­ 
ily house. The problem was 
that he failed, purposely or 
otherwise, to put up an Aus­ 
trian flag beside it. (At that 
tim e the Austrian government 
governed Serbia.) 
“Gendarmes surrounded our 
house and my uncle was told 
to leave the country within 
36 hours. He did not want to 
go because my grandm other 
was old and the family be­ 
lieved she would go anytime.” 
1 
As it turned out the Austri­ 
an 
government 
and 
Steve 
Zaro battled in the courts in 
Vienna for two months. Steve 


lost his case and had to re­ 
turn to America. 
“Ironically,” 
r e c a l l e d 
George 
Zaro, 
“my 
grand­ 
mother not only did not pass 
away soon, but she lived for 
more than 20 more years!” 
The other drama unfolded 
in the 1940s. George had a 
cousin shot down by agents 
of the then newly established 
Communist Party. 
He was 
Father Chrrgin. He died in 
the dust in front of his own 
parish in Mirce, Yugoslavia. 
The holes of stray bullets are 
in the door of the village par­ 
ish to this day. Father Chrrgin 
had spoken out against the 
Communist form of govern­ 
ment. 
ZARO 
SAYS his mother, 
Mrs. Marjeta Zaro, now living 
in San Jose, expresses the 
family attitude toward the to­ 
talitarian tactics of a commu­ 
nist regime. 
“You see, Tito 
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took all the property: Orch­ 
ards, vineyards, olive groves. 
My m other, when his name is 
mentioned, goes into a rage 
and says she would wring his 
neck like a chicken.” 
Mrs. M arjeta Zaro will be 
91 this month. She has borne 
and reared 15 children. Five 
sons and five daughters are 
still living. Residing in San 
Jose are Mrs. Rita Visch, 67; 
Mark Zaro, 65; Mrs. Milena 
Jurras, 64; Mrs. Vojsava Sla- 
vich, 61; Nick Zaro, 57; Ste­ 
phen Zaro. 52, and Mrs. Mary 
Goulart, 48. 
And living in 
Berkeley is Mrs. Zorka Scar- 
ich, 58. 
George's father came to 
Am erican and settled in San 
Jose a year after George. He 
died in 1934. 
“W hen people used to ask 
him if he was going to take 
a holiday and go back to Dal­ 
matia, he would tell them 
that he could see all the beau­ 
ty the world had to offer right 
along the coast of California,” 
said his son. 
It was about 
1910 that 
young George Zaro began to 
get restless. After feeling he 
wras learning all he could 
learn about a certain phase 
of restauranting, he begin to 
wander to other establish­ 
m ents and then back again. 
His cafe circuit from about 
1910 until 1942 included the 
Grand cafe in Reno, Nev., and 
in San Francisco the Black 
Cat cafe, Alturas nightclub, 
the Dante cafe and the Fair­ 
m ont and Mark Hopkins ho­ 
tels. 
One evening that first year, 
18-year-old Zaro was carving 
a steaming duck in Dante 
cafe. “The famous m aitre d’ 
of the Fairm ont Hotel, Boser- 
ini, was visiting the Dante 
and and after watching me 
carve, came over and asked if 
1 would come over to the Fair­ 
mont. He said he wanted to 


have some fun with the old 
tim ers (waiters).” 
ZARO WENT. He said his 
first assignment was to carve 
two pheasant in front of a 
party of six. He said the regu­ 
lar waiters watched anxious­ 
ly and were mystified at his 
dexterity for being so young. 
George Zaro stayed at the 
Fairm ont for several months 
and then left to return to San 
Jose, then to Reno again, and 
then back to San Jose. 
“I would get bored with one 
place. And I wanted to learn 
new things in new and differ­ 
ent places,” explains Zaro. 
He was in San Jose when 
W orld War I broke, and he 
was one of thousands of Cali- 
ornians who enlisted in the 
“Fighting Grizzlys” field ar­ 
tillery division (40th) to fill 
its quota within 24 hours af­ 
ter volunteers were sought. 
Zaro suffered injury to both 
his foot tendons and arches 
during the first days of Army 
drilling. 
“We slept on the floor of 
the barracks and drilled in 
our own shoes. Both of my 
arches were broken.” 
Zaro was given a medical 
discharge and returned to 
work in Reno, but felt that 
he was obligated to serve in 
the armed forces and wran­ 
gled his way back into uni­ 
form to become an interpre­ 
ter. And for the rem ainder of 
his military career he was sta­ 
tioned at the San Francisco 
Presidio. 
AFTER THE war Zaro at­ 
tended Hills Business College 
in San Jose from where he 
was graduated. He then went 
to work as assistant auditor 
for the city of San Jose and 
attended night school in San 
Francisco. 
“I commuted to San Fran­ 
cisco three and four nights 
a week so I could pass a CPA 
(certified public accountant) 


exam. We had six to eight 
hours of homework a day and 
after four years I began to see 
figures in my sleep. 
The effort was too much 
for Zaro’s body and he was 
hospitalized for three months 
following a recurrence of his 
foot trouble. After 13 months 
in foot and leg braces, he was 
well enough to go back to his 
restaurant circuit which this 
time began in Reno and end­ 
ed in San Jose in 1937. 
Four years earlier Zaro had 
m arried his San Jose sweet­ 
heart, Theresa, whom he had 
been going with since 1915. 
She died April 9, 1951. 
“She was a hard w orker and 
loved by all she knew. She 
had a heart bigger than a 
lion,” says Zaro in tribute. 
Just before her death, she and 
Zaro resided in a beautiful 
home at Rio Del Mar near 
Santa Cruz. He had built it 
especially for her. Zaro still 
keeps the home and opens it 
to his friends to use for a 
weekend, or vacations. 
AFTER HIS wife’s death 
Zaro was a sad and lonely man 
and lived under this shadow 
for almost a decade. Then in 
1959 he met Mary George of 
San Francisco. Now’ Mrs. Mary 
Zaro, she and her husband 
live in a large, m odern and 
pleasant apartm ent at 35 Cot- 
te Leñosa, in Greenbrae. Mrs. 
Mary Zaro is a friendly wom­ 
an and has had to put sheets 
over the living room rug be­ 
cause all the neighbor young­ 
sters come in and out, know­ 
ing she will keep them stocked 
in goodies.

In 1937 Zaro started work­ 
ing under head man Gary jD. 
Smith at the Mark Hopkins. 
“Eventually I becam e his 
trusted employee and did any 
job he wanted at the Hóp- 
kins or the Fairm ont.” 
Zaro worked hard, got to

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You Can Still Ride A Train In Marin 


The Raccoon Gulch Lines 
Offer Friendly Rail Service 


By DICK STEINIIEIMER 
The high cost of hauling 
railroad passengers has caus­ 
ed creased brows throughout 
the industry, and regular rail 
passenger service to Marin 
County is a thing of the past. 
But lest the picture appear 
too dark, there’s at least one 
railroad 
in the county to 
which passengers are often 
downright welcome. 
True, the passengers must 
ride in freight cars and top 
speed is only something like 
15 miles per hour, but the ser­ 
vice is friendly. 
The railroad is the Raccoon 
Gulch Lines of Fairfax, a T1-»- 
ineh gauge line owned by Gor­ 
don B. Adams that meanders 
approximately one-fifth of a 
mile through the town’s Cas­ 
cade area. 


MOST PASSENGERS are 
children from the neighbor­ 
hood of Adams’ home at 475 
Cascade Drive. 
Adams, of Scotch parent­ 
age, came to the United States 
from Great Britain in 1947. 
To him the railroad on his two 
acre property is the expres­ 
sion of love for mechanics and 
railroading maintained since 
his childhood in Birmingham, 
England. 
Patient partner to Adams in 
the all encompassing project 
is his wife. Pauline, whose res­ 
idence before their marriage 
was in San Anselmo. 
Physically, the R a c c o o n 
Gulch Lines consists of one- 
fifth mile of steel rails spaced 
7Vt inches apart and weigh­ 
ing eight pounds per yard. 
Rolling stock is modeled 
after old narrow gauge equip­ 
ment and is one-fifth full size. 
The roster includes one 
mock steam engine construct­ 
ed by Adams from junk, spare 
parts 
and castings poured 
from his own patterns at the 
Joseph Secco Iron Foundry in 
San Rafael. “Steam’’ for the 
engine is provided in the form 
of 24 volts of electricity from 
several hundred pounds of 
storage batteries in the tender 
of the engine. A 24-volt motor 
with a five position throttle

and chain drive sends power 
to the drive wheels. 
The “passenger” equipment 
consists of a number of flat 
and gondola cars, all con­ 
structed from Adams’ own de­ 
sign and patterns. The only 
assembled 
parts 
purchased 
for the cars were the auto­ 
matic couplers. 


AT THE TAIL of the train 
usually comes the caboose, a 
“crummy” complete with elec­ 
tric marker lights and remov­ 
able cupola. 
The passengers usually sit 
two to a car on benches or 
boards set athwart the sides 
of the cars. 
Perhaps because of being a 
professional railroader as well 
as an amateur one, Adams has 
seen to it that his pike is com­ 
plete even to having an auto­ 
matic block signal system and 
“spring switches.” The spring 
track switches allow his trains 
to move around the reversing 
loops at each end of track 
without the necessity of stop­ 
ping before re-entering the 
main track. 
To top it off, he proposes 
to begin construction soon on 
a 
wig-wag 
crossing 
signal 
where his driveway crosses 
the tracks. 
What about the managing 
of the crowds of kids and eag­ 
er parents? 
Adams has informally es­ 
tablished that the kids are in­ 
vited to see the railroad when 
the front gate is open to the 
Adams’ drive. 
When the gate is closed op­ 
eration is “private.” 
How about discipline? 
“If the kids get too ram- 
bunctous, which is seldom, 
why I just tell them to go 
home. And you only have to 
tell them once,” Adams said. 


WHILE THE present en­ 
gine is electric, plans are al­ 
ready well under way for op­ 
eration of the line someday 
with steam power.

of a future live steam engine 
which Adams painstakingly 
plans to manufacture and as­ 
semble. 
On the sawhorse alongside 
the steamer is the underframe 
of a future gasoline driven 
locomotive to be constructed 
with Adams help by one of 
his young admirers, Sellar 
Nugent, 13, of Ross. 


Sellar, a youngster know­ 


ledgeable about railroads and 
steam engines, plans to pow­ 
er the locomotive with a small 
Briggs and Stratton engine, 
using chain and belt drive. 
Upstairs in the Adams at­ 
tic a model HO scale railroad 
of the era of woodburning 
locomotives is being built.

60s 


Coaches Ran 
On Daily Basis 


In the 1860s, Marin’s climate be­ 
gan attracting wealthy San Francis­ 
cans to the North Bay shore. 
The 
commute to the suburbs had begun. 
t harles Minturn, owner of the 
Contra Costa Steam Navigation Co., 
operated a ferry service between 
Point San Quentin and San Francis­ 
co. 
I he steam navigation pioneer had 
arrived in the San Francisco Bay in 
1849 w hen he was 34. If was in this 
year East coast steamers started ply- 
ing around the horn to take over the 
packet service of the San Francisco 
Bay waters. 
THE SA N Ql ENTIN ferry left 
Marin at 9 a.m. daily and was met 
Monday through Saturday by an old, 
creaky coach operated by the San 
Rafael Stage Co. that left'the coun­ 
ty seat an hour earlier. The coach 
bounced over the rutted ridge to 
I oint San Quentin, depositing its 
passengers just in the nick of time to 
catch the San Francisco bound steam, 
er. 
During 1865 a toll road was built 
across the marshes from San Rafael 
to the ferry wharf eliminating the 
uncomfortable jog across the San Ra­ 
fael ridge: the same year ferrv fares 
were reduced from $2 to $1. 
A 
monthly commute book sold 
for 
$lo.00. The Stage Co. also reduced 
its fare from $1 to 50 cems. 
1 he tollowing year Minturn in­ 
augurated passenger service of two 
daily round trips on his ferry line. 
If a harried passenger missed the 
Mint urn ferry he had a chance to 
catch Peter Smith’s sloop that sailed 
from Ross’ Landing every Tuesday 
Thursday and Saturday. 
TRAVELERS HEADED toward the 
western coast could buy a seat oil 
the Nelson and Henderson stage that 
left San Rafael every Wednesday 
and Saturday at 8 a.m. The western 
route was a long trek over White’s 
Hill and the passengers had to make 
sleeping arrangements for the two 
day trip. Luckily for the early-day 
traveler Marin ranchers were known 
for their hospitality. 
Two men by the name of Morse 
and Bassett ran a stage between San 
Rafael and Tomales bv way of No­ 
vato, Petaluma and the Two Rock 
Valley. 
( rude wagon wheels carved out 
dusty, rutted roads leading like ar­ 
teries to the heart of the County 
Seat. Marin began to wed into one 
community. 


MARIN RIBBONED BY RUTTED ROADS—Earl 
Marin roads made coach travel dusty, slow and un 
comfortable.

State's First Prison Held Men, Women Inmates 


On the morning of July 14, 1852, 
a slimy bottomed bark was towed 
across the clear waters of the Golden 
Gate to the jutting point three miles 
south of San Rafael called San Quen­ 
tin. 


The countryside was quiet, the 
hills etched humps under the spark­ 
ling summer sun, but when the small 
brig touched Marin’s shore some of 
the county’s serenity must have been 
shattered. 


THE BARK WAS the home of 50 


men and women prisoners of the 
State of California, aptly named 
“Hell Ship.” 
Benjamin R. Buckelew sold a por­ 
tion of his Rancho Punta de Quentin 
to the State for $10,000 for the pris­ 
on site. The prisoners were turned 
over to Gen. M. Estell who had con­ 
tracted to guard, house, feed and 
shelter them for a 10 year period. 
He was to be paid for services ren­ 
dered with the backbone grease of 
the prisoners. 
It was San Quentin labor and San

Quentin bricks that went into much 
of the building of early San Rafael. 
The new prison rapidly began to 
swell beyond the 50-convict capacity 
for which the bark had been refitted. 
In that first year sheriffs from up 
and down the state had deposited an 
additional 100 convicts at San Quen­ 
tin. 
(Sheriffs were then paid $1 a 
mile to deliver a man to the prison 
and subsequently beat a steady path 
to the boat’s gangplank with every 
piece of human flesh they could lay 
their hands on.) 


LIVING C ONDITIONS became un­ 
bearable and prison breaks almost 
an everyday occurrence. 
There was not 
enough 
water, 
sleeping quarters aboard the bark 
reeked of foul air causing illness and 
the spread of disease. What made 
it worse there was no hospital to 
treat the sick. 


The guards used billy sticks, clubs 
and straps to discipline the prison­ 
ers. There was not enough food to 
go around, but the prisoners were al­ 
lowed to have complete saloon fa­ 
cilities for a number of years. 


When the legislature in Sacramen­ 
to was told of the bar flourishing at 
the state prison, it replied: 
Why 
should these unfortunates deprived 
of their liberty also be deprived of 
the staff of life. 


WHEN THE FIRST cell block was 
completed in 1853 conditions im­ 
proved for a short time. Then trusty 
system was inaugurated to make up 
for the shortage of guards. Breaks 
increased as trustys shut their eyes 
as convicts “went over the hill.” 
The escaped convicts ruled as syl­ 
van princes in the peaceful country­ 
side. In the summer they camped 
by the babbling streams, fished for 
trout or salmon, snared deer and 


stole blankets, clothing and bacon 
and eggs from the terrified ranchers. 
I he prison changed hands several 
times and the state finally took over 
in 1860. Lt. Gov. I. N. Quinn was 
made ex-officio warden. Quinn was 
succeeded by T. N. Machin. 


DURING THE administration of 
these two men the prisoners heads 
were shaved. They were dressed in 
rags, lashed with whips and given 
the water cure. 
The prisoners revolted in April, 
1864, seized Machin as hostage and 
lorced their way out the main gate. 
They crossed the marshland to Ross’ 
Landing where they came face to 
face with a platoon of farmers and 
loggers armed with rifles, clubs and 
pitchforks. The prisoners were de­ 
feated. A number were killed, and 
others ran for cover in the hills. 
Machin was saved and took charge of 
the punishment of the captured pris. 
oners. He gave them severe treat­ 
ment. 
A messenger galloped into San Ra­ 
fael and spread the word that the 
prisoners were about to invade the 
city. Residents clutching their pos­ 
sessions ran for protection of the 
courthouse or a store on Fourth 
Street. 


PI BLIC OPINION turned com­ 
pletely against the prisoners. Forty 
years later with James H. Wilkins, 
a member of the State Board of 
Prisons, reform measures were in­ 
troduced in the management of the 
prison. A parole law was enacted in 
1893 and 12 years later an appropri­ 
ation for building a new prison was 
passed. 
When Clinton Duffy became war­ 
den of San Quentin in 1940 he per­ 
manently abolished the use of whips, 
straps and rubber hoses in the pun­ 
ishment of prisoners and later insti­ 
tuted a rehabilitation program.

came from scrap lumber and 
the small rails came from var­ 
ious parts of the state. Most 
were from small mining rail­ 
roads. 
Another attic project tak­ 
ing Adams skill as craftsman 
is the rebuilding of two live 
steam locomotives owned by 
Dr. L. L. Stanley of Fairfax. 
The locomotives were con­ 
structed in Marin county and 
have lain for a number of 
years, damaged by corrosion. 
The most dramatic of the 
two locomotives is a breath 
of old-time England and of 
the*'era prior to Adams’ birth. 
It is a scale steam model of 
a mighty “Stirling Eight-Foot 
Single,” a type of fast express 
passenger engine built for the 
Great Northern Railway of 
England. It operated with a 
single 8-foot high drive wheel 
on each side of the engine. 
Fifty-three of the 4-2-2’s were 
constructed and they hauled 
the majority of fast trains un­ 
til the 1890’s. 
With

The 
appearance 
on 
the 
American scene of the Beat 
school of writing, with Jack 
Kerouac and Allen Ginsberg 
in the vanguard, was initially 
greeted with near hysterical 
adulation and wild prophecies 
as to the future role these 
young bohemians were to play 
in American literature. 


Then the pendulum swung. 
And it became fashionable to 
belittle 
their 
contributions 
and to heap personal scorn 
upon them. 


This book should help to 
bring about a fairer perspec­ 
tive. 


It has been compiled by 
Thomas Parkinson. University 
of California English profes­ 
sor who has been personally 
closely associated with the 
Beat. 


First section of the book is 
devoted to examples of some 
of the more impressive pieces 
of Beat writing. G insbergs 
“Howl” is accorded lead-off 
honors, followed by work of 
Kerouac, Gregory Corso, Wil­ 
liam S. Burroughs, Lawrence 
Ferlinghetti, 
form er 
Marin 
resident Gary Snyder, Philip 
Whalen. Michael McClure and 
John Wieners. 


The second half consists of 
criticism 
a n d 
commentary 
with a wide variance of view­ 
point. Kenneth Rexroth, N or­ 
man Podhoretz, Henry Miller, 
Paul O’Neil, 
H erbert Gold, 
John Ciardi. Lawrence Lipton 
and editor Parkinson are some 
of those included. There is 
an openly-partisan pro-Beat 
faction as represented by Lip­ 
ton, Miller and Carolyn Gai- 


ser. There are the equally- 
partisan anti-Beats including 
Podhoretz and O’Neil. 
And 
there are the open-minded cri­ 
tical analyses by the likes of 
Rexroth and Parkinson. 


Virtually all the m aterial in­ 
cluded in the book has been 
published before, but often 
in journals of small circula­ 
tion. The selecting, collecting 
and assembling job by P ar­ 
kinson 
provides engrossing, 
stimulating reading. 


What occurred to this read­ 
er is that criticism of Beat 
writing for its lack of form, 
its absence of purpose, its 
scarcity of hope, is not with­ 
out 
justification. 
But 
that 
those 
who 
point 
out 
such 
faults should also take note 
of the somewhat contradic­ 
tory sense of excitement and 
integrity 
w h i c h 
Kerouac, 
Ginsberg, Corso, et al, can and 
'often do create. Even in voic­ 
ing doom 
and despair, the 
Beats frequently seem to en ­ 
gender more movement and 
stimulation than commercial 
literature of a milksop, polly- 
anna tinge. 
And our more 
m e m o r a b l e “commercial” 
writing frequently appear to 
bear some relationship to the 
philosophy and technique of 
the Beats. 


In fairness, let it be noted 
that some of the critics do 
take cognizance of this. Ciar­ 
di says: 
. . And were it a 
simple choice between going 
Madison Avenue and going 
Beat, I should certainly insist 
that the Beat has all the m erit 
on his side.” 
He takes due notice of the 
implausibilities, c o n t radic- 
tions of Beat non-conformity, 
and finds it still preferable to 
and less tiresome than slick, 
regimented, idea-less confor­ 
mity.

Dairy Ranching Brought Butter To Marin 
It Was The County's Own Kind Of Gold 


In 1855. the Steele brothers ar­ 
rived on the sandy flats of foggy 
Point Reyes. The earth was covered 
with wild strawberries, cut by steep 
ridges and sand dunes. 
They rented acreage, stocked it 
it with 1.100 local longhorns and a 
few bulls they had brought from the 
East Coast. 
The following year they started 
milking the cows, making cheese and 
churning butter. They shipped the 
cheese and butter to the San Fran­ 
cisco market by schooner out of the 
Bolinas harbor. 
The land started to go fast. Roads 
were cut by the tread of wagon 
wheels leading from the ranchland 
to the harbor. The young city across 
the Bay was hungry for dairy prod­ 
ucts and the industry that would be 
Marin's resource for over a hundred 
years had been pioneered. 
AFTER THE CIVIL WAR thous­ 
ands of acres of wheat were planted 
at Tómales. Barges sailed into Old 
Town to pick up the grain shipments 
and bring them to the San Francisco 
market. Large crops of potatoes were 
planted by the Northern Irish im­ 
migrants who settled Tómales in the 
1850’s. 
A young hand working on the 
Warren Dutton ranch in 1853 began 
experimenting with the tuber im­ 
proving the local crop. Many thous­ 
ands of potatoes were shipped out 
of the small port of Ocean Roar. 
One ranch hand was destined to 
go on to great things through his 
experiments with crops and flowers; 
his name was Luther Burbank. 
Tómales was a booming city and 


the largest after San Rafael. In 1864 
the town had a population of 300. 
1 HE LAGOON THAT was used as 
a harbor in the 19th century was 
destroyed by the 1906 earthquake 
that leveled part of San Francisco 
and Bolinas. 
Italian Swiss dairymen flocked to 
Point Reyes, Inverness and Olema in 
1860. 
L a r g e 
chunks 
of 
l a n d 
had been bought by three prominent 
San FYanciscans, James M. Shafter, 
his brother, Oscar Shafter and Os­ 
car’s son-in-law*, Charles Webb How­ 
ard. The trio divided their land into 
1.400-acre ranch sites, stocked each 
ranch with a dairy herd of 180 cows 
and rented the land out. Dairying 
was becoming a big business. 
James Shafter put up a saw mill, 
cut redwood and built the ranch 
houses on his tenant farms. 
The 
land was cleared by Chinese labor 
and the top quality lumber from the 
western section was tied together 
and rafted across the Golden Gate to 
San Francisco. 
James Shafter was a huge two- 
hundred pounder who sported a 
large black slouch hat and drove the 
best horses in California. He was a 
prominent San Francisco lawyer, a 
close friend of Leland Stanford. 
Shafter maintained a mansion on 
San Francisco’s Russian Hill besides 
his ranch near Inverness. 
At his 
ranch Shafter raised some of the 
finest blooded horses in California 
and maintained a private race track 
near the house. 
SHAFTER’S SON, Payne, his wife 
and two daughters later lived at 
“The Oaks'’ near Olema a ranch 


James had ordered built for his wife 
who died before she could occupy it. 
Oscar Shafter was a supreme jus­ 
tice of California. 
H i s daughter, 
Emma, married 
Floward, 
another 
famous horse breeder of his day. 
I he Shafters and Howard also raised 
beef cattle and had the cattle driven 
to the Petaluma Creek where they 
were loaded aboard the McNear’s 
steamer, Gold, and sent on their way 
to San Francisco’s Butcher Town. 
The Gold later blew up in the Bay. 
George McNear’s wife, Jesise was 
killed in the explosion. 
The land was overrun with wild 
game. The Shafters leased thousands 
of acres of the Bear Ranch to mem­ 
bers of San Francisco’s Pacific Union 
Club. The members formed the ex­ 
clusive Olema Country Club where 
visiting presidents, kings and dig- 
nataries were entertained until the 
club was wiped out in the financial 
crash of 1929, 
WHILE RACING champions were 
being nurtured on the Marin grasses 
and noblemen were stalking quail 
and duck, the dairy industry was 
steadily mushrooming. 
The Shafter and Howard tenant 
ranches were designated by letter 
eg. “Y,” “H” or “Z ” Each tenant 
branded his butter with his letter 
using a small wooden disc. Schoon­ 
ers s w u n g into Limantour and 
Drake’s Bay to pick up the barrels 
of butter. Point Reyes butter was 
considered to be the highest pre­ 
mium butter in the country. 
The tenants paid their landlords 
so much per cow instead of by the 
acre.

Thrive In 
Tough Going 


Gardeners who like to plant 
their shrubs and leave them 
alone will get a lot of mile­ 
age from the many tea trees 
offered 
in 
local 
nurseries. 
Nurserymen tell us that tea 
trees are ready to serve you 
in a wide range of rough 
places. 


Take the toughest situation 
any shrub could face—along 
a weather battered stretch of 
seashore. Far from succumb­ 
ing to such conditions, the 
tea trees seem to thrive on 
them. Or try them on a sun­ 
baked hillside that seldom 
sees 
water 
and 
they will 
thrive again. In fact, if you 
want to be truthful about it, 
tea trees are more apt to 
suffer from too much atten­ 
tion than from too little. 
If you infer from this that 
tea trees are best not used in 
friendly g a r d e n 
settings, 
you’re wrong. Their narrow', 
decorative foliage and free- 
flowering habit dictates that 
they should be used close in 
as well as in out-of-the-way 
garden spots. Just be sure 
that they have good drainage 
since they won’t tolerate sod­ 
den conditions from over-wa­ 
tering. 
You’ll find a number of tea 
trees in nurseries and one of 
the nicest of them is the Keat- 
ley variety.

Marin's George Zaro Looks To The Future

know people, and saved mon­ 
ey. On July 2, 1942, through 
a waiter friend who jointly 
owned the White Spot night­ 
club at the San Quentin Y in 
Marin, Zaro was able to buy 
the club. The owners had to 
sell and they let it go cheap. 
Three years after he bought 
the club, Zaro lost it. July 4, 
1945, at 4:30 a.m., Zaro was 
awakened by the sound of 
popping and crackling drift­ 
ing from the club proper into 
the Zaro living quarters. Zaro 
knew it was a fire. His wife 
awoke and became hysterical. 
“I had to knock her cold— 
it was the only time I ever 
hit her—and drag her from 
the bedroom,” said Zaro. 


The club was burned to the 


ground in 45 minutes. There 
was a little insurance on the 
building and Zaro lost $3,200 
in cash in his bedroom. With­ 
in 48 hours Zaro was fighting 
back. He put aside his regret, 
hired bulldozers and began to 
excavate a portion of some 
swamp property he had pur­ 
chased “in” Richardson Bay a 
year earlier just off what is 
now Highway 101’s Alto strip. 
“THEY SAID 1 was crazy, 
but within a year we had one 
of California's best nightclub 
restaurants.” It was called 
Zaro’s. That year Ann Baxter 
and the late John Hodiak cele­ 
brated their honeymoon din­ 
ner there. Zaro ran his estab­ 
lishment for two more years 
and then leased it to Enricho 
Pastori until December, 1950, 
when Zaro leased it to Angelo 


Sabella, uncle of Lucien Sabel- 
la of the Fisherman's Wharf 
Sabella’s. 
In 1947 Zaro could see how 
even 
more 
valuable 
this 
“swamp land” might be, and 
he bought 31.9 more acres 
from the Coleman estate ad­ 
jacent to the land upon which 
his restaurant stood. All of 
the latter property was under 
water except a 118-by-four- 
foot section near the highway. 
Today, after pouring “thou­ 
sands of dollars” to develop 
and bring it above the water, 
Zaro has level dry property 
surrounding a 16 acre lagoon 
which he also owns. It faces 
the Bay and Mount Tamalpais. 
He is now negotiating with 
parties to build waterfront 
apartments with dock land­ 


ings for some 400 boats. It 
will be a several-million-dollar 
project, he said. It will sur­ 
round the restaurant which 
will again be called Zaro s 
when Sabella’s lease has ex­ 
pired this May. 
Zaro's great desire is to see 
the development of all of Rich­ 
ardson Bay waterfront. “My 
father used to say the Bay 
was ‘Paradise.’ 1 agree, and 
know that Los Angeles would 
give her right arm for it—and 
w hat are we in the North do­ 
ing with this bay— nothing?.

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FOUNDERS OF MARIN’S FIRST PAPER — Ai Barney Heft) pioneer. 
’49er, Marin County official, businessman, founded the Marin County 
Journal with his son. Jerome, fright) in 1861 on the eve of the outbreak of 
the Civil War. Jerome followed his father to California, arriving in 1853. 
As a boy he had apprenticed as a printer in Frederick, Md., and later 


worked on newspapers in Washington, D. C., and Baltimore. The Journal 
adopted a strong I nion political policy and the editorial page lashed out 
against the separation of the States during the course of the war. The 
Barneys’ sold the Journal to Simon Fitch Barstow in 1872. Ai Barney s 
unusual first name has a biblical origin. (Marin County Historical Society) 


JOURNAL FIRST PUBLISHED MARCH 23, 1861 
Newspaper For People O f Marin 


“To the people of the county of 
Marin this paper is most respectful­ 
ly dedicated . . 
On March 23. 1861. the Marin 
County Journal, first newspaper pub­ 
lished in Marin, hit the streets for 
the first time with the above dedi­ 
cation heading the editorial. 
Run off by hand, page at a time, 
on a Washington press, the weekly 
was distributed to anxious subscrib­ 
ers over a table in the dining room 
of the old San Rafael Hotel. The 
paper on which it was printed was 
manufactured at Taylor’s paper mill 
at Olema. 
The Journal’s founders visualized 
Marin’s news coverage on a county- 
wide basis rather than town by town. 
They had perception in recognizing 
the need for a newspaper in the 
frontier county that was growing, 
filling out and quickly finding a 
place in the sun. 


MEN OF COMMERCE needed the 
newspaper to advertise and were 


eager to buy space selling for “1 
square of 12 lines or less $2.00 for 
the first insertion, and $1.00 each 
insertion thereafter.” 
The people of Marin, the dons, 
American 
ranchers, 
storekeepers, 
woodchoppers, 
brickmakers, 
boat­ 
men were hungry for news and 
quickly gobbled up the four page, 
five column weekly. It sold to sub­ 
scribers for $5.00 a year; $3 00. six 
months; or $1.50, 
three months. 
(Roughly 10 cents a copy.) 


The Journal was dedicated by its 
founders to honest, accurate out­ 
spoken journalism. It was destined 
to meet many journalistic rivals, out­ 
live many publishers, and almost 80 
years later be merged with one of 
its 
biggest 
journalistic 
sparring 
partners, The San Rafael Indepen­ 
dent. 


It recorded a county’s growth dur­ 
ing two centuries. It survived in a 
journalistic battlefield t h a t saw 
many go under, and today stands on 


the threshhold of its second century 
facing the future with the same pur­ 
pose the founders dedicated the Ma­ 
rin County Journal to 100 years ago: 


“THE JOURNAL will be indepen­ 
dent of clique, party or sect, doing 
justice to all, and favor to none. Its 
chief aim will be to encourage the 
development of the resources of the 
county . . . We shall contribute our 
advice and support to every laud­ 
able undertaking or measure that 
may be calculated to advance the 
prosperity of the community; and 
unhesitatingly oppose every scheme 
or project that we deam calculated 
to retard the progress of the county 
and the prosperity of its inhabitants 
. . . we hope to obtain a generous 
support in our endeavors, from what 
we shall perform rather than from 
what we promise.” 


The year 1861 was a big one. The 
township of Nicasio was formed 
along with the other new townships 
spreading across Marin; a man called 


Minturn started a steamboat service 
running between Point San Quentin 
and San Francisco and the first pub­ 
lic school was started in San Rafael 
at the corner of Fourth and E 
Streets. 
Lord Charles Snowden Fairfax 
bought 45 acres of land west of San 
Rafael of what had been a portion 
of the old Rancho Canada de Herrera 
belonging to Don Domingo Sais; the 
ruins of the Old Mission were leveled 
by a carpenter who bought it for its 
lumber; the County’s first game laws 
were put into effect; a great fire 
swept up the slope of Mt. Tamal- 
pais and a shot fired at Fort Sumter 
in the Charleston harbor April 12 
plunged the United States into civ­ 
il war. 
News was breaking out like a 
measle rash everywhere; the found­ 
ers of the Marin County Journal 
could not have picked a better time 
to start setting their 150 pounds of 
type. News was their business and 
they knew it

First Publisher's Life 


Filled With Service 


To Country, Fellowmen 


A father and son founded Marin's 
first newspaper. 


Ai Barney, the father, was 45 when 
he arrived at Reed's Rancho in No­ 
vember. 1849. He was a well-spoken 
well-educated Easterner who had ar­ 
rived in San Francisco tw’o months 
earlier as the vice president of the 
Baltimore and Frederick Trading 
and Mining Co. out of Maryland. 


Thirty men had each Invested $1.- 
000 in the company, purchased cloth­ 
ing and machinery shipped it around 
the horn to San Francisco and a few’ 
months later in April boarded the 
schooner, Creole, headed for the 
Isthmus of Panama. There the men 
chartered the brig Corbiene and ar­ 
rived in San Francisco Sept. 10. 


San Francisco was a grim patch­ 
work 
of shabby tents, clapboard 
buildings and gawdy gambling halls. 
Red-shirted Americans headed for 
the mines, velvet-dressed dons sit­ 
ting silver mounted saddles, silk- 
robed wanderers from ports of call 
in the Far East mingled in the make­ 
shift streets. The gambling halls 
<»verspil!ed their miner customers 
into the muddy streets. 


THE GOLD FEVER burned in all 
men s eyes, contagious, consuming. 


Barney and his companions pitch­ 
ed camp at Dupont and Washington 
Streets, sent for their supplies and 
almost immediately started search­ 
ing for timberland to set up a saw­ 
mill. These were businessmen, and 
they realized that a boom town need­ 
ed lumber. 


They found their timber. It was 
on the Reed Rancho at Corte Ma­ 
dera del Presidio. They renovated 
the mill Reed had originally set up 


in his forest, installed a gang of 15 
upright saws and went into business. 
Five months later they were out of 
business selling their equipment to 
B. R Buckelew. 
Barney headed for the Stockton 
area where he mined for six months 
before returning to San Francisco 
in September. He headed north, 
across the Golden Gate, into Marin 
and settled in San Rafael in the be« 
ginning of 1850. 


FOl R MONTHS after Dr. Shorb 
was elected County Judge he resign­ 
ed and the governor appointed the 
clear-thinking 
Barney to succeed 
him. Barney served in that capacity 
for seven years w inning a reputation 
of an “impartial judge" before re­ 
signing to open a butcher shop in 
1858 on the east side of C Street be­ 
tween Third and Fourth Streets. His 
partner in this venture was another 
easterner, Elisha DuBois. 
By the time Barney reached the 
Pacific Coast his life had already 
been crammed with public service. 
He 
was 
justice 
of 
the 
peace 
in Frederick City, Md.. for 10 years 
from 1832 to 1842 and was elected 
county surveyor in 1844. a position 
he resigned to head west. Barney 
was born in Genoa. N.Y., and moved 
to Niagara County with his parents 
as a small boy. He had mastered 
Greek and Latin as a young man, 
was a school master in Niagara 
County at 19, and had studied medi­ 
cine before he was 28. 


His eyes were a clear penetrating 
blue. He had a taste for adventure 
and sound judgment. After a few 
years in the meat business the elder 
Barney was ready to join his ambi­ 
tious son in a new venture.

Barstow Bought Journal, New Era Started 


W hen Simon Fitch Barstow bought 
the Journal from its founders in the 
early 1870s the pulse of the county 
had begun to quicken. 
The dairy industry was booming, 
m illionaires were m igrating to Ma­ 
rin and the first railroad ties were 
being strung across the county. 
But one facet of the paper rem ain­ 
ed what it had been from the begin­ 
ning: strongly Union. A fter the out­ 
break of the Civil W ar the Journal 
w ent to the side of Lincoln and the 
Union. 


MANY SOUTHERNERS had set­ 
tled in the area, and although Cali­ 
fornia officially was n o rth ern there 


were m any Confederate sym pathiz­ 
ers living in the Bay Area and Marin. 
A fter the close of the w ar the 
Journal went on supporting t l ^ Un­ 
ion political ticket (later the Repub­ 
lican party) and Barstow on taking 
over the publisher's seat in 1870 
promised his readers he would boost 
Union candidate Ulysses S. G rant 
fo r president. 
Barstow was a hardened, exper­ 
ienced newsman who learned the 
business in the roughest, rawest days 
California journalists 
ever knew; 
when editors and reporters had to be 
as ready with th eir fists or handy 
with a gun as they were with a piece 
of type. 


He arrived in San Francisco in 
1854 when he was 22 years. 
Bars­ 
tow was born in H artford, Conn., 
learned the hardw are business in an 
uncle’s store, and decided to become 
an apprentice printer. His first job 
in his chosen profession was on the 
C hautaugua County Journal in New 
York. 
W HEN HE LANDED in San F ran ­ 
cisco, Barstow was hired by Jam es 
King of William to work on his new­ 
ly founded Evening Bulletin. King 
of William had organized his paper 
as crusade against the underw orld’s 
control of city politics. 
He was 
gunned down and killed by one of 
the men he was attacking. 


The slayer was tried and hung by 
the vigilantes led by William Tell 
Coleman who later became a lead­ 
ing developer of San Rafael. 


In 1857 Barstow landed a job with 
the ( alifornia Alta where he stayed 
for the next 11 years. In 1871, he 
moved to Tulare County w here he 
worked on the Visalia Delta for one 
year before buying the Marin County 
Journal from the Barneys. 


W hen Barstow became editor and 
publisher of the Journal, the county 
was facing a tu rn in the road, and 
Marin's first new spaper was about 
to m eet com petition for the first 
time.

One of Ai B arney’s nine children, 
Jerom e, followed his father to San 
Rafael in 1853. He was 19. 


Jerom e had been born in F red er­ 
ick, Md., where he learned to set 
type as a boy. 


He was apprenticed on new spa­ 
pers in Washington, D. C. and Bal­ 
tim ore and as soon as he had the 
fare headed West to join his father. 
Jerom e was a small, short man 
who soon gained a reputation for his 
persistence, outspoken tongue and 
generosity. 
His father gave him a 
job in the meat business, but the 
butcher counter w asn’t for young 
Jerom e. 


HE ITCHED TO get back to print­ 
ing, and finally in 1861 persuaded 
his father to join him as a silent 
p artn e r in the publication of the 
county’s first newspaper. 
The Barneys and a young a p p ren ­ 
tice whom Jerom e fed, clothed and 
housed in return for his work, board­ 
ed in a small, yellow rooming house 
on the east side of the hill belonging 
to a southern woman by the name 
of Mrs. Sheppard. 


Besides the elder Barney’s butcher 
shop there was in San Rafael in the 
w inter of 1861 a blacksmith shop, 
two livery' stables, two saloons, two 
hotels and a dozen or so private 
homes. 


i he Barneys and their young help­ 
e r soon moved their printing office 
to a newly constructed building ad­ 
joining the M ann Hotel on Fourth 
Street between B and C Streets. 
H ere on the upper floor of the build­ 
ing the three men cooked, ate, slept 
and printed the Journal for many 
years. 


I he paper caught on and began to 
grow. At first the Pony Express news 
was published in both English and 
Spanish, but gradually th e Spanish 
faded away. 


FOR THEIR EIGHTH anniversary 
in 1869, the Barneys enlarged the 
five column spread of the Journal to 
six full columns and two years later 
on April 3, 1871, brought the n um ­ 
ber of columns up to seven in honor 
of the Jo u rn a l’s 10th anniversary. 
The new spaper was now safely hous­ 
ed in its own building on Fourth 
Street, the pages were cram m ed with 
advertising and then an editorial 
printed Oct. 5, 1872 announced that 
the Journal had been sold. 
Jerom e Barney planned on taking 
a vacation and later entering the 
local political arena. But in less than 
four years the young man who had 
n u rtu red 
the dream 
of a Marin 
County new spaper, and m ade this 
dream a reality was dead at the age 
of 42.
